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Japanese Traffic Rules 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council has quite 
correctly protested to the Japanese authorities 
Terarding the. new trafle regulations. devised 
{for operation “on roads lying ‘within the limits 
under the Jurisdiction of the Japanese. Naval 
Landing Party in Shanghai.” ‘The text of these 
regulations was published on March 22. 
‘The Council's attitude in the matter is 
perfectly correct. As the area claimed to be 
‘within the limits of Japanese jurisdiction is an 
integral ‘part of the International Settlement 
Which is administered by the Council the pro- 
per authority “for promulgating any form ot 
wate regulations ig the Counell. Although the 
‘area designated is claimed to be under Japanese 
control, it is a defence sector within the limits 
‘of the Intemational Settlement. This point, in 
‘nother way, was made by the Counell In’ re~ 
ard to ‘the ‘recent Japanese demands for the 
suppression of terrorism when it. was stated 
that, without the sanetion of all the Powers 
concerned, the Couneil has no power to dele- 
fate the police powers and responsibilities en- 
rusted to it by. the Land Regulations, Within 
this scope ot police powers is the maintenance 
fof traMe conduet in the Settlement and as Uke 
existing’ (rate regulations work -efficientiy 
enough judged by normal standards there is no 
hecessity on the ‘part of the Japanese for 
modification or elaboration. An examination 
of the regulations shows number of incon- 
Sistencies and the final article holds @ threat, 
Which it is hoped, will not be carried out." Who- 
ever violates” these regulations will be pro- 
hibited’ to drive % vehicle in the areas under 
the jurisdiction of the Shanghai Special Naval 
Landing Party according {o the cireumstances,” 
this article reads. In other words, there is a 
complete disregard of tho regulations already 
{n'existence and an assumption of the authority 
vested in the Shanghai Municipal Couneit. 





Another Protest 


It ig welcome news that the Shanghai Muni 
cipal Council in addition to its protest against the 
introduction of trafe regulations by use Japan- 
ese naval authoritigs, has lodged one with the 
Senior Consul against the utilization of Chinese 
auxiliaries attached to the Japanese gendarmerie 
on Garden, Szechuen Road and Chapoo Road 
bridges. Attention has also been-drawn to the 
fact that on the oceasion of a recent demon- 
stration, police of the Shanghai Special City 
Government actually functioned in Hongkew 
Park. It is more than a little diMleult to under 
stand why these things should be. ‘The authori- 
ties responsible for the maintenance of order 
outside the foreign areas are sufficiently jealous 
of their own rights to justify the expectation 
that they would in their turn be considerate 
of the rights of others. It'is wholly undesirable 
that Chinese auxiliaries attached to the Jepanese 
gendarmerie should be allowed to operate on 
the bridges: it is quite bad enough that in denial 
of the rights and interests of the International 
Settlement the Japanese themselves do s0, but

‘The kidnapping and holding to ransom of 
Mr." H.F. Dyott, chairman of the » Tientsin 
British Chamber of Commerce, gives rise to 
serious anxiety regarding conditions in and 
around the northern port, ‘Tientsin was one 
of the very first cities fo come under the 
Jurisdiction of the Japanese military authori~ 
ties, and the latter have had more time there 
fo ‘establish normal, well-ordered conditions 
than in any other part of China which they 
hhave occupied. Yet it has been proved possible 
for a gang of Chinese to enter Mr. Dyott's 
house in the ex-German Concession, now under 
the control of the Japanese, and to spirit him 
away to some place, presumably in the coun- 
tryside around Tientsin which has also been 
lor is alleged to have been under Japanese con 
trol ever since the early days of the outbreak 
of the “China Incident.” It is consequently no 
wonder the British and other nationals residing 
in Japanese controlled areas in Tien- 
sin have speedily moved into the British, and 
French Concessions, where it is reported the 
hotels are overcrowded. By the time these 
lines appear in print Mr. Dyott will have com- 
enced the seventh day of his detention by 
the bad characters who have kidnapped him,

dopartment does a tremendous amount of trans 
ation from English info Chinese and vice 
versa, On this subject, Mr. Kllene's observa 
ions are interesting as there is an unceasing 
flow of Chinese correspondence on almost every 
conceivable subject, Letter writing and petition

Chinese whose scholarly epistles are a contribu 
tion to the world’s official titerature, The

A direct air‘mail and passenger 
service betweon China and the Soviet 
ig. scheduled to be Inaugurated on 
March 24 whon a Chinese alrliner 
will “leave Chungking on the test 
Might to Homi.

Solve Huge Problem 


Shanghai, star. 23 

Recerit letters from Hunan, teem- 
ing refugee depot of the ‘nation, 
bring news. that the ranks of the 
starving and destitute are slowly 
beginning to thin out as idle hands 
turn once again to production under | 
the stimulus of government loans 
Mhrough the Chinese Industrial Co- 
operatives. 

‘When Dr. H, H. Kung. with K.P. 
Liu, former Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board engineer, and Rewi Alley, at 
fone time with the Shanghai Mupicipal 
Council, mapped out the Chinese In- 
dusteiat’ Co-operatives in Hankow 
last “August, no one had any idea 
‘of the overwhelming size of the ro- 
fugee problem that would have to 
‘be faced. But as the war has sottled 
down, rough counting reveals. that 
there’ are anywhere from 30,000,000 
{0 60,000,000 people who have thrown 
themselves on the “free” area still 
‘under Chungking's control. ‘That 
these hordes. are seriously eating 
Into the productive power of the 
People has not been denied by even 
the’ most pro-Chinese observers. 
Under the sheer weight of these 
waves of hungry, disease-ridden 
fugitives the ‘scatiored strength of 
China has often seemed fair to be 
‘smothered, 





Crisis in Hunan 
In Hunan, beginning with Feb 
ruary, the Provincial” Government 
‘was forced to suspend its refugee 
rellef payments of 10 cents dally be- 
‘cause of the crushing burden on the 
Warstaxed popitlace.

area, The Director of the South- 
West Headquarters for tho Chinese 
Industrial Co-operatives states that 
these 200 workers are now directly 
‘supporting 300 additional people who 
fare dependent on them for life. 

Loan to be Repaid 

At first the refugee co-operatives 
were faced with almost certain loss 
‘of their original toan simply because 
the workers had nothing in the way 
of tools or equipment, and thus most 
of the money borrowed had to be 
taken from the amount designed for 
buying raw materials. However, the 
Hslen administration leaped to’ the 
Fescue and contributed $300 to keep 
the work alloat. “Although this 
collection of 200 refugees has been 
fat work under the Chinese Industrial 
Co-operatives for less thon two 
months, the original loan and its in- 
terest seem in a fair way to be com 
pletely repaid soon. 

‘After the terrible Changsha fire, 
thousands and thousands of workers 
scattered into the country and soon 
found themselves destitute. The in- 
dustrial co-operatives are looking for 
these men and women, and when 
the necessary funds come in, these 
workers will be financed to return 
{to Changsha to dig up the valuable 
smnail, light machinery now buried, 
move it and themselves to safer 
places, and then begin anew In their 
Fespective trades. At all costs. the 
‘authorities wish to keep these skilled 
men from drifting back into. any 
‘reas that might possibly be selzed 
‘and exploited to the advantage of the 
Invaders. “Hence the mobile Chinese 
Industrial Co-operatives. are proving 
‘valuable in being able to move with 
the workers as they are forced to 
refugee 10 safer parts.

‘Merchants are not al 
lowed to “import” them, but it docs 
not specify whether or not they can 
‘export them.

‘canned foodstuffs, silk, paper, cotton 
nd ‘cotton weaving articles conme- 
ties, coal, beans, toys, bricks and tiles 
and “all other things worn or used 
‘by the people.”

IN HANKOW 


March 22, 


‘The recent arrival of copies of the “Central 
China Post” from Hankow shows that the 
river port is bearing up well under its 
tribulation, for not only has it held its an- 
nual general meeting of the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but the lighter side of 
Iifo has been catered for by the Hankow 
ADC. staging a performance, ‘The very 
lengthy review of the local situation con~ 
‘tained in the speech by the chairman of the 
Chamber not only clearly sets forth the 
diffculties which the community is labouring 
under, but also the courage with which the 
situation is being met. It .does more; it 
gives a very shrewd idea of what is going 
‘on under Japanese control and the manner 
in which foreign rights and interests are 
being flouted. Mr. W. Bowling, the chair 
‘man, did not mince matters in’ his speech, 
giving a plain unvarnished account of condi- 
tions prevailing and the anxious times 
through which’ Hankow is passing. Of| 
particular interest is his remarks on the 
closing of the Yangtze by the Japanese -— 

‘The present situation, it can scarcely be 
denied, Is an_ intolerable one, and, 08 you 
are aware, your Committee has had frequent 














occasion to express its views in no uncertain 

terms, and I am glad to say that the American 

{Ghamber has recorded is attitude on parallel 

fines. 

It must not be’supposed that we in Hankow 
are either ignorant of, or deliberately over- 
look, the wider pre-occupations of | His 
Majesty's Government and the delicacy of 
‘the situation to be handled. We also do not 
forget that asa community we have stated 
our willingness to endure temporary incon~ 
veniences, if thereby we shall be in the tong 
run enabied to safeguard at least some part 
of our interests. We do however feel that 
a blunter insistence on one of our most funda- 
mental rights “is overdue, and. that the 
situation will become the more dificult the 
longer it is delayed. 

We have heard it argued that there was’ 
ot unreasonable grounds from the military 
point of view for closing the River to non- 
delligerents. ‘Such an argument will appeal 
to nobody (present here, “In the ‘rst place, 
it is incontestable that navigational dificul- 
tes since the beginning of the year have not 
been such that the addition of a limited num- 
ber of  specially-constructed river vessels to 
the heterogeneous mass of Japanese tonnage 
now using the River would menace thelr 
ines of communications. It is a matter of 
‘even deeper concern to us that we still nd 
such an attitude in existence, Our sole ob- 
Ject and aim should be the removal of the 
resent illegal inhibition on free communtea- 
Hons: it is our interests which are at stake, 
and the military interests of other parties 
have nothing to do with us at all. 

‘There would also appear to be a view in 
gome quarters that anything resembling the 
“smuggling” of British into. Hankow should 
be officially “discountenanced. How. widely 
this view is held, I cannot say, but I do say 
that it shows an inherent misunderstanding 
Of the position and a failure to appreciate the 
eal measure of the problem with which we 
‘are faced, 

Lastly, before leaving this vexed subject, 
1 would tke to. make ‘an earnest appeal (0. 
our Authorities to take us further into thelr 
‘confidence, As things are, we ean only base 
ur opinions on facts as we know them, and 
In giving voice to those opinions we do s0 
since circumstances compel us to be our own 
advocates. Meanwhile, we have every con- 
dence that H. M.'s Government Is. steadily 
and surely pursuing its fixed poliey of up- 
holding not only our intrinsic rights but 1lso 
Our wider interests in China, ond T trust that 
in the essentials we shall not be found lack- 
ng in'the Oriental virtue of patience nor in 
‘Our native one of persistence. 

A better éxposition of the case of foreigners 
in China could hardly have been produced, 
and when the speaker describes conditions 
in Hankow as intolerable he is not over- 
colouring the picture. There is no really 
valid, military reason for the closure of the 
Yangtze all the way to Hankow. As Mx. 
Bowling rightly says the addition of the few 
foreign vessels to the large and heterogene- 
ous “mass of Japanese tonnage, civil as 
‘well as military using the river would have no 
harmful effect upon the Japanese communica~ 
tions. ‘That fact is completely recognized 
by the Japanese who have long since 
‘abandoned their claim that the closing was 
necessary for the sake of the safety of 
foreign shipping, from mines, and bombard- 
‘ment from the river banks, while it has been 
openly suggested in Japan that the question 
of reopening the river is one of the import- 
ant pawns which Japan should not lightly 
relinquish in view of developments which 
have already occurred and those others 
which are to be expected. 


Mr. Bowling voices a very natural im- 
patience over the fact that up to the present 
Great Britain, as also the other Powers con-| 
cerned, has been unable to prevail upon the 
Japanese to change their attitude. He may 
rest assured that there is just the same im= 
patience felt in other of the Treaty Ports. 
But there is also the very real knowledge 
that the preoccupations elsewhere of practic- 
ally every Power, apart from Japan, are 
demanding from those communities suffering 
all manner of inconveniences through this 
China Incident the exercise of very con= 
siderable forbearance. It is indeed djMcult 
to understand what other information the 
British authorities could give as to what is 
being done in Hankow’s behalf than has al- 
ready been vouchsafed. It is by no means 
clear that the added bluntness which the 
chairman would like to see in British re- 
presentations to Japan on this and cognate 
subjects would have any greater effect than 
has been obtained up to the present. The 
outstanding fact is that until a change is 
brought about in the international situation 
which will enable interested Powers to give 
greater and more powerful attention to the 
Far East, the demands on local patience, as 
much inShanghai as in Hankow, will, con- 
tinue to be substantial. ‘The opening of the 
river is a matter of considerable concern to 
‘Shanghai, though probably not to the same 
degree as Hankow, and the situation is being 
watched with the keenest anxiety, and 
hope that the day will not be too far distant 
‘when it will be possible to bring about an 
improvement. Not only that, the British 
community in Hankow may’ rest assured 
that the Home Government is in no way 
relaxing whatever efforts are possible at this 
Juncture. ‘The intolerableness of the situa- 
tion is fully realized and while final settle- 
ment is apparently not to be in the very 
near future Hankow may rest assured that 
when the time, comes’ there will be a very 
real endeavour to remedy the present un- 
happy state of affairs. 








PAYMENT TO REUTERS 
March 23. 

When in September the British Govern- 
ment decided that the disteibution of British 
news needed to be somewhat enlarged, they| 
id the only thing possible, and. approached 
Reuters with a request that they should in- 
crease their normal service of news to for~ 
eign countries by some 2,000 words a day, 
equivalent when expanded to “about three 
columns of this journal. Naturally this 
service had to be paid for, and in the Sup- 
plementary Civil Estimates issued on Feb= 
Fuary 23 details of the grant of £6,000 to 
Reuters appeared as follows -— 

“Provision is made for the payment to 
Reuters news agency of expenses’ incurred 
In increasing. their daily output of news to 
foreign countries since September, 1838, a¢ 
the request of His. Majesty's Government. 
‘The expense mainly ‘consist of the cost of 
transmission of adaitional words ‘by Post 
Omice wireless telegraph stations” 

‘The matter had been before the House of 
Commons in a. somewhat different form on 
February 15, when the following motion was 
discussed and adopted -— 

“That in the light of the considerable ac- 
tivity: of various foreign governments in tne 
fled’ of propaganda by means ofthe Press, 
broadcasting and. filma, this Howse ‘urges tho 
Government to pay more attention to public 
fiy"and to. render wholehearted, morn! and 
financial support to schemes which will make 
certain of the effective. presentation of Brit: 
ith mews abroad” 

In the course of the debate Mr. Samuel 
Storey (Sunderland U.) ‘who, according to| 
the “Newspaper World,” is a director of 
Reuters pointed out that for three quarters 
of a century that company had been mainly’ 
responsible for the distribution of world/ 
news with an independence, accuracy and 
integrity which had ensured its ready 
ceptance. “British prestige, he said, had 
been maintained, and a. better knowledge, 
and understanding of British aims had been 
fostered. He suggested that the Govern- 
ment should make use of the company's 
world-wide organization, but upon the one 
essential condition that its independence! 
should be strictly maintained, and that, 
while the Government should assist in meet~ 
ing the cost of the distribution of the news 
service, its collection and selection should 
be subject to no interference whatever. 

The debate upon the Supplementary Civil 
Estimates makes it quite clear that the sum 
of £6,000 is to be paid for services which 
Reuters were requested to render the Gov- 
ernment. It would bo only. natural that 
feven if it was mot desired to make any 
profit out of the transaction, and the small~ 
hess of the grant clearly demonstrates that 
if any were made at all it must have been 
microscopic, the news agency was at least 
entitled to expect that it would be reim- 
bbursed for any additional ‘expense which 
acquiescence with the Government's request 
would involve. ‘That should remove any 
doubt whatever as to whether this payment 
is in the nature of a subsidy. It most clear- 
ly is not, and on the face of it merely 
amounts ‘to the reimbursement of the ex- 
pense incurred in meeting the Government's 
Fequirements.. In this connection it may be 
pointed out that newspapers in the Far East 
as in other parts of the world have bene- 
{ited by this. increase in the dimensions of 
Routers service and the “very” extensive 
coverage of the various crises which have 
‘occurred since September last is very largely 
ue to the increased wordage provided. for 
by this arrangement. It is also\a matter of 
experience that the quality. of the service 
has in no way been altered, and the 
additional foreign and British ‘news. thus 
made available has shown no indications of 
any departure from the traditionally” im- 
partial standards to which Reuters have 
consistently adhered. ‘It has not assumed 
anything in the nature of propagandist 
complexion, for the news has ‘been. distri- 
buted in a manner best calculated to give 
readers as fair and accurate an’ idea” of 
what has been transpiring as is humanly 
Possible. The same, unfortunately, cannot be 
said of some of the other foreign highly 
subsidized news agencies, whose output re- 
fuires at all times the closest scrutiny by] 
editors through whose hands it passes. 

It was inevitable that competitors of Reu- 
ters should seize upon this grant to raise the 
‘old. ery about subsidization. As ‘Mr. Noel 
Baker rightly remarks the sum involved is 
trifling compared with the agency's annual 
turnover, and is certainly not large enough 
fo suggest that it would. have any important 
bearing upon the policy of the undertaking. 
What is of even greater importance as an 
effective answer to erities.is the fact of this 
grant being so openly discussed in the 
House of Commons. ‘That is in. itself the 
best possible proof of the bona fides of both 
the Government and Reuters in the matter, 
for if the whole transaction had not been 
completely above board, the seeret financing 
of it would not have passed the wit of the! 
Government to devise. What is of the! 














Reuters service to the press of the world 
would be sadly diminished if it were ever 
shown that any outside interference had 
ever been permitted, or that the Govern 
ment in any way influenced the editing of 
‘the news service. The reason why other 
foreign subsidized news agencies have fail- 
‘ed to attain the reputation which is Reu- 
ters is the fact that they are very patiently 
prostituted to the propaganda requirements 
of the Governments financing them. ‘There 
are agencies offering news services. wholly 
unjustified by the smallness of the fees 
which they charge. ‘They distribute news, 

{is true, but for the most part generally 
Diassed by the politics of the Governments 
behind them. ‘That is not the caso with 
Reuters. It merely deals in news ag any 
other merchant would deal in his own ~ 
particular speciality, and as long as that: 
independent and impartial attitude is main- 
tained the payment by the Government of 
small sums such as the £6,000 asked for 
can have no effect upon the general stand- 
ing of the service.

‘Those who profess to sce a betterment in 
the European situation since the’ subjugation 
of Czechoslovakia probably only do so be- 
cause, like certain quarters in Berlin, they 
believe that Herr Hitler's “Spring "Cam- 
paign” is concluded. ‘That, of course, re- 
mains to be seen, The success attained in 
Czechoslovakia, the restoration of Memel to 
the Reich, and’ the alarm given to Rumania, 
whether in the form of an ultimatum or not, 
have served to create a generally unfortunate 
‘atmosphere in Europe which will not be 
Gissipated even if Der Fuchrer does choose 
to hold his hand for the moment, for it is 
clear that the conversations initiated by 
Great Britain for the formation of a defens- 
ive bloc against further aggression is being 
interpreted by the totalitarian press as a 
war manoeuvre which it most certainly is 
not, instead of a step for the maintenance 
of peace, which, with equal certainty, it is. 
If there is to be any lessening of the activi- 
ties of the Rome-Berlin axis,—and the situa- 
tion with regard to Italy and France has not 
yet been clarified,—it will in all probability 
be due rather to a desire to get in one more 
harvest and the additional supplies of food~ 
stuffs that that would mean for Germany, 
which so badly needs them, than to any sense 
of repletion brought about ‘by recent acquisi- 
tions, Regarded in that light the reported 
economic agreement between Germany and 
Rumania, reached at the eleventh hour may 
prove of very considerable importance. At 
the time of writing it has not been made 
public what are the terms of the agreement 
arrived at, It is not known whether the 
German or the Rumanian point of view has 
prevailed, or whether the negotiations have 
resulted in a compromise between the two, 
Whichever it may be it seems fairly ap- 
parent that Germany would like to be 
possessed of the first fruits, and an assurance 
of a continuance of them,’ before embarking 
upon whatever other projects Herr Hitler 
has in mind, projects which increasingly in 
volve the danger of war. Whether there 
is to be a breathing space or not still xe- 
mains to be seen, though the portents do 
appear to favour ‘that belief, 

‘That impression is reinforced by reports 
to the effect that Signor Mussolini will 
enunciate his demands upon France in terms 
rather more moderate than was at first ex- 
peeted, and that there is a growing opinion 
in France in favour of | Franco-Italian 
negotiations to improve relationships, On 
the face of all that has transpired up to 
date, apart from territorial demands, there 
seems to be no very real reason why other 
points which have been emphasized should 
not be adjusted by a compromise, But in 
view of all the Dictators have said in the 
ast, and the schemes for territorial ag- 
grandisement which have at different times 
‘been enunciated it cannot bi said that there 
‘has been any really great removal from the 
danger of war. ‘The position remains about 
the same with aggravating factors still 
‘obvious. ‘The democracies have been out- 
raged by recent occurrences ; the totalitarian 
states profess to be annoyed by the attempts 
of Great Britain to bring about a new attempt 
atcollective security, somewhat different from 
the old system as it is so clearly designed 
for the purpose of meeting aggressive 
menace. But it has been made plainer than 
@ pikestaff during the past weeks that only 
by the combination of the peace-loving 
nations of the world will it be possible to 
thwart the aggressors. That is why there 
will be no little support for the reported 
Soviet contention in connection with the pro- 
posed ‘mutual consultation declaration” sug- 
gested by Great Britain, that such a declara- 
tion should be drafted in more definite terms 
and that the parties thereto should assume 
specific commitments. The weak feature 
about the British proposal at the moment is

that it follows too closely the terminology 
of so many past agreements which have now 
falien to the ground, and continues to accept 
much of the discredited ideology of the 
League of Nations. It has been argued that 
to assume more specific commitments might 
amount to the parties to the understanding 
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entering into what might be regarded as a 
defensive military alliance, but what of it? 

‘What is the Rome-Berlin axis if it is’ not 
something even more dangerous, an offensive 
and defensive military alliance? Common 
prudence demands that the larger Powers, 
Ukely to enter into any such arrangement 
‘as suggested by Great Britain, should not 
be prepared to enter into mutual consulta 
tions in the event of aggression, but should 
bbe in a position to offer immediate and effec 
tive resistance. The time for:the possibility 
of such conversations being fruitful of any- 
thing but disastrous delay has long passed, 
and it is only by the definite announcement 
of a common determination to resist aggres- 
sion—and not talk ‘nbout it,—that the best 
weapon for the: protection of peace can be 
forged. It has about it other and import- 
ant features. The smaller Powers, which 
it is hoped will adhere to the present sug- 
gested scheme, are being invited to enter 
into what may’ prove merely to be a gamble. 
‘They are being asked to join a system under 
which as a result of “immediate mutual 
consultations,” a decision may be reached to 
defend them. That will not satisfy them. 
‘They cannot be expected to array themselves 
against the aggressor states unless they are 
made fully to realize that the arrangement 
is for thelr immediate protection and for 
nothing else, and that should any of them 
be attacked the whole of the Powers adher- 
ing to the arrangement would immediately 
proceed to their defence instead of merely! 
talking about it. If Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
‘Turkey, and Greece refuse to have anything 
to do with any other arrangement they are 
not in the circumstances to be blamed. There 
is another reason why the British proposal 
is not strong enough. ‘The only possible 
arrangement which is conducive of the 
maintenance of peace is one in which there 
shall be no misunderstanding of the situation 
such us it is claimed, existed prior to the 
outbreak of war in 1914, There can be no 
misunderstanding if Great Britain, France 
and Russia make it perfectly plain that 
Qui touche Tavannes me touche. ‘The three 
Powers have to make their attitude towards 
Certain eventualities unequivocally plain, for| 
it is then, and then only, that the smaller| 
Powers can be expected to join in. 

















THE WESTERN AREA

‘The chairman . of the Western (Extra- 
Settlement) Association was severely critical 
of the conditions which now prevail in the 
area represented by the body over which; 
he presides, and it is impossible to deny 
that his strictures are in every way justified. 
Describing the area bounded by the limits 
‘of the Infornational Settlement to the rail-| 
way, and from, Rockhill Avenue to Soochow 
Creek as any man’s land, the chairman went! 
on to remind his hearers that though it is 
inside that part of Shanghai which is de~ 
fended by foreign troops, it lacks anyeéntral 
control ; it is without any definite govern- 
ment and, “worst of all it has no voice, no 
vote (though it pays rates to the Municipal 
Council of the Foreign Settlement), no| 
means of remedying existing abuses, and no 
corporate body to represent its views to the 
tax gatherers who are certainly under a 
very definite moral: obligation to maintain it! 
as a healthy, law-abiding, and livable area. 
‘That is @ very fair estimate of the situation 
with regard to the Western district outside 
the boundaries, and the only kind thing 
that can be sald about it is that this un- 
fortunate state of affairs just happened. It 
has not been brought about by a reasoned 
policy on the part of any of the various ad- 
ministrations of Shanghai, but has arisen 
from the unprecedented ’ state of affairs 
which has prevailed in this locality for the 
ast twenty months. ‘The delay in complete- 
ly reopening the northern, and eastern 
districts of Shanghai, for which the Japanese 
are responsible, and’ the reluctance of many 
Chinese to return to those districts under 
present conditions, led many of them, who 
could not approve of thelr money lying idle, 
to employ it in industries the. revival of 
which has borne such striking testimony to 
‘the. vitality of the port. Flimsy structures| 
to house these industries speedily went up, 
while a large matshed-dwelling population 
quickly settled in the area. ‘There were no 
adequate legal means of obtaining the 
necessary control over the situation, for 
while the Municipal Council exercised 
Jurisdiction over the roads, the hinterlands 
they served were under the control of Chinese, 
in this instance the Ta Tao Government, 

It is somewhat of an anomaly that a dis- 
trict within the defence sector should not 
be under the administration of the Municipal 
Council, but that arises from the fact that 
purely "strategic factors operated in the 
choice of the Railway as the most suitable 
ine for the defence of Shanghai against out 
‘side aggression. It would have been a coun- 
sel of perfection if the authorities of the 
International Settlement had in the early 
days of the trouble decided to bring this 
area under their administration. It would 
have indicated possession on the part of the 
authorities of a degree of vision which seems 
to have been denied them. But ex post facto 
wisdom is always the easiest to acquire, and 
Joking back upon those days it is easy to 
understand how what now seems to have 




















‘been a very obvious step to have taken was| 
overlooked. It-is, nevertheless, not easy to| 
disregard the contention of the chairman of| 
the Association that the Municipal authori- 
tles are under: some sort of moral obligation 
to do everything in thelr power to alleviate 
the lot of those for whom he was speaking. 
‘The argument may be made even stronger 
by the contention that not only is there a 
moral obligation, but also a material one in 
view of the fact that those paying rates are 
not receiving what they are entitled to ex- 
pect. The slight difference between the 
rates paid in the Settlement and those paid 
by householders along the outside roads is 
not so great as to suggest that all they are 
in fact paying for is merely the upkeep and 
policing of those thoroughfares, for the dif- 
ference of two per cent, between the two 
cannot cover the cost of the additional ser- 
vices rendered to those living inside. the 
boundaries. There is consequently every 
Justification for the belief that these rate~ 
payers are not in fact receiving value for 
money and that every avenue should be 
carefully. explored to see what additional 
satisfaction can be given them. ‘Their griev- 
‘ances are very real and urgently require 
alleviation. 

‘That is not to be taken as any unnecessary’ 
criticism of the Municipal Council. ‘Things| 
being as they are it has to be admitted that 
that body has done a lot towards effecting 
improvement. What else it can do by itself 
in the circumstances it is not easy to see. 
The suggested cutting of public services 
cannot be supported. To refuse to supply 
water to the offending areas would only tend 
to make matters worse, and create unhealthy 
conditions in which the protestants would 
suffer even more than they have. Power, it 
appears cannot be cut off, and while the 
withholding of water supplies would have a 
very serious effect upon the industries which 
have sprung up, and might equip'the Council 
with a weapon’ calculated to make the pro- 
prietors of such industries more amenable 
to reason, the denial of water might create 
a situation very much different from that 
which supporters of the argument at present 
believe. The whole question is obviously 
fone which cannot be settled without the co- 
operation of the City Government of Shang- 
hal which is responsible for the area in 
‘question. ‘That again in view of the political] 
situation would be difficult to obtain, but it! 
ought not to tax human ingenuity overmuch 
to devise some formula by means of which 
It might be possible to arrive at the neces- 
sary co-operation. ‘That this would neces- 
sitate a compromise between extreme views 
which are at present held on a variety of 
matters is apparent, but some sort of modus. 
operandi should be possible whereby tempor~ 
‘ary expedients might be applied. Once that 
‘was secured there could be a general clean~ 
Ing up of an area which is as unwholesome 
{rom a hygienic point of view as it is noisome'| 
from a moral aspect. A recognition of the| 
realities of the situation and a resolution to| 
apply merely temporary arrangements seems| 
to be the only way out of the difficulty, and 
while there may at present be obstacles to 
such a solution the best endeavours should 
bbe made to overcome them. 





THE SUGGESTED ALLIANCE) 
‘March 27. 

11 was only to be expected that the Japan- 
ese Cabinet would split over any question | 
involving a broad tripartite military alliance | 
with Germany, and Italy as a totalitarian 
answer to the proposed democratic united 
front. The signing of anti-Comintern Pacts| 
is one thing, the definite commitment to go} 
to the assistance of two European Powers in. 
the event of war, two Powers who have 
nothing in common with Japan except their’ 
dislike of Communism, is something entirely 
different. At the most all that Japan ap- 
pears to have contemplated has been that 
in the event of Germany warring with Soviet 
Russia, Japan might attack the Jatter in 
Siberia, the understanding also being that 
should ‘Japan and Russia be involved, Ger- 
many would go to Japanese assistance by 
attacking Russia on her western. frontier. 
Just how that would be done without inter- 
fering with the security and integrity of 
Poland it is not easy to perceive, but joint] 
faction against the Soviet has always been| 
contemplated under the anti-Comintern Pact, 
even if there has been no really definite] 
military commitment. Generally speaking 
opinion in Japan may be divided into three. 
‘There are sections of the Army which favour | 
such an alliance as a means of furthering 
their own grandiose schemes. The Navy is 
not so keen as it might mean that Japan 
would be required to send her navy 10 
Europe in the event of a European war, ap- 
parently without guarantees of compensation. 
‘The third view is that in any such arrange-| 
ment Germany would be seeking more than 
she was willing to give. The slow progress 
made in Germano-Japanese trade negotia- 
tions is because their actual needs are in 
direct conflict with each other, both desiring 
foreign exchange, and both finding it dificult, 
if not impossible to accommodate each other| 
in the matter. There is also the fact that} 
Japan has not yet cleared up the “China| 
Incident and until this is done, she will 
hardly be in a position to render that 





military aid against Russia which might be- 
come so necessary if she were to play her 


part in favour of the Rome-Berlin axis in| 
the event of a European war. 

‘There are amongst the leaders in Japan 
men who believe that ‘the best means for 
a satisfactory escape for Japan from her 
present difficulties would be found by co- 
operation with Great Britain, and ‘the 
United States, even though at ihe moment 
there is nothing to suggest that such co-| 
operation is possible. If the pro-alliance 
party has been defeated, as one report sug- 
gests, it is in all probability due to the fact 
that, whatever the Army might think about 
it, Japan is in no position to assume the 
heavy commitments which such an alliance 
would entail, while further caution is inspir- 
ed by the realization that Japan would be 
‘asked to join in a gamble the issue of which 
‘would be by no means sure. The view that 
Japan in her present position could not afford 
to be on what might very well be the losing 
side, is a consideration which undoubtedly 
weighs heavily with those opposed to the 
proposal. ‘The impression to be gained from 
the reports which have come to"hand is that 
there’ is a substantial following of that 
school of thought which would prefer Japan 
to remain in the market for the best offer 
available. Great Britain and the United 
States have much more to offer Japan than 
either of the dictator states. The rapidly- 
Increasing need for financial assistance is 
‘one of the major factors in the situation, It 
Is likely in the long run to prove the most 
decisive, and it is becoming clearer daily 
that the accumulation of bargaining points 
in China has been effected for the purpose 
of having something with which to go to 
Britain and the United States in the hope 
of securing that financial assistance without 
which any profit from the expensive Chinese 
venture must, be indefinitely delayed. ‘The 
proposal to enter into this alliance with Ger~ 
‘many and Italy is just such another. It is not 
by itself a very potent one ; nor are the others 
if they are also thrown in, for if in the event 
of a European war Japan did decide to throw 
her lot in with Germany, and Italy the 
economic effect of her action upon herself| 
might very well prove disastrous. It would 
involve avery substantial reduction in her| 
overseas trade, which Is already suffering! 
heavily from the China Incident, and in 
certain eventualities might bring about some-| 
thing almost equivalent to total extinction, 

From a military point of view, it has to 
be admitted that such an alliance would 
embarrass..the western democracies, but. it 
has to be remembered that the strength” of 
the Japanese navy lies very much in where 
it happens to be situated. In its own waters 
where an enemy would have to travel far| 
to find it, the Japanese navy is unquestion- 
ably strong, but the further it gocs afield 
the weaker’ it becomes, and while for a 
time it might be able to raid Anglo-French 
shipping, etc., as a weapon for the destruc- 
tion of ‘those nations’ fects it has quite! 
seriously to be discounted. In the event of| 
@ universal conflagration the only really 
safe place for the Japanese navy would be| 
‘within its own waters, and there it would 
be able to play no very important part in 
any solutions which might be reached in 
Europe. There is the further possibility to 
be considered, that in the event of the 
British scheme for securing a Four Power 
mutual defence arrangement succeeding, the 
inclusion of Russia would also necessitate 
the retention of a substantial portion of the 
Japanese feet in the Pacific Ocean. It is 
true that the present strength of the Russian 
‘naval forees in this part of the world is not 
very imposing. Nevertheless the need for 
Japan to maintain her lines of communica~ 
tion open with the mainland would oblige 
her to keep considerable strength in. these 
waters. It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the advantages to the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo axis deriving from such an alliance 
as that proposed are more fancied than real, 
‘and that the contribution which she would 
be able to give to the cause of her European 
allies in the event of war would involve 
action closer at home than some of the sup- 
Porters of the scheme appear to think. Such 
an alliance could without a doubt cause the| 
democracies some inconvenience but. there| 
is little reason to believe that it would make. 
‘ny very real change in the European situa- 
tion. Further in the event of the axis being 
defeated, and this is by no means improb- 
able, Japan as also her allies would have to 
face’ ‘the ultimate settlement. She very 
obviously cannot afford to be on the losing| 
side, and that some of her leaders are re-

IL DUCE’S SPEECH 

March 2 

Viewed in the light of past anxieties 
Signor Mussolini's speech on Sunday seems 
to have been one of studied ‘moderation. Its 
alleged harshness is of no particular import- 
ance as representing rather that degree of 
thetorie, so necessary for utterances by 
Dictators in times such as these, than any 
real contribution to a consideration of the 
problems which Il Duce has now raised. 
Nothing appears to be said about Corsic 
Nice and Savoy. Whether they have been| 
dropped entirely, or merely put into abey- 
ance to be brought forward at some future| 
and more propitious occasion remains to be| 
seen. For the time being Signor Mussolini| 
has confined himself to the problems of 




























Tunisia, Djibutl and Suez. The French| 
attitude with regard to these three points has: 
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‘been well known for. some time. ‘The ques- 
on of Italy's demands vis-d-vis of the Suez 
Canal and Djibuti is still open to discussion. 
With regard to the status of Italians living 
in Tunisia, France sees no particular reason 
{o accept 4 different solution of the problem 
than that reached by the agreement of 
1935, which was subsequently denounced by 
Italy, It will be remembered that on 
January 7, 1995, M, Laval and Signor Mus- 
solini signed agreements defining the inter- 
ests of the two countries in Africa, contain- 
Jing frontier rectiications in favour of Italy 
in North and East Africa, France made a 
number of concessions. In Tunis all child 
ren born of Italian parents ‘up to 1965 were 
to retain their nationality. “A revision of 
frontier was effected in favour of Italian 
Libya. Between Italian Erythrea and. the 
French Somali coast a small piece of territory 
was ceded, and Italy was granted a further 
share in the French railway from Djibuti to 
‘Addis Ababa, Tunisia, and French Somall~ 
land presented problems in 1935 which were 
capable of adjustment. There is very little 
reason to suppose that there would’ be any 
very great difficulty in setting them again, 
even if in view of the conquest of Abyssinia 
some different demands will be made with 
regard to the status of Djlbutl. 

‘Suez is another new problem arising out 
of the same Italian success. The desires of 
Rome are for representation upon the Ad- 
ministration of the Canal, and a reduction 
‘of canal dues. ‘The former should not be 
aifficult of solution providing some nation 
‘or nations can be found to sell suMclent 
shares to Italy to qualify, and provide 
ing Italy can find ‘the ‘money to buy 
them. On the subject of the dues there is 
4 general feeling that they are too high, and 
that reduetion has been long overdue. So long, 
‘as no discriminatory reduction is ‘contem- 
plated by Italy, it should not be difficult to 
ive satisfaction in this respect also. But 
the general difficulty in discussing the situa~ 
tion now created by Il Duce is that his re- 
‘quirements have not been specifically de- 
fined, and that the world at large is left 
to deduct what they are from the speeches 
of Ttalian leaders, and the declarations of 
an inspired press. " Absence of such informa 
tion leaves the position somewhat obscure, 
and places upon France the onus of ap- 
roaching Rome to find out what in fact it 
really wants, Pilgrimages, whether to Berch 
tesgaden, Munich or Rome, have gone out 
of fashion, ‘There can be ho longer humble 
supplication for peace, Czechoslovakia has 
changed all that, and if France decides that 
she has already’ made her position clear in 
the speeches of M. Datadier, and decides to 
make no further overtures ‘in view of the 
obscurity of Tlalian demands she will incur 
no particular blame thereby. She may on 
the other hand decide to ask for a 
definite statement of what Italy demandi, 
and upon that consent to negotiate, though 
whether she will make any further territorial 
‘concessions in Africa beyond those of 1935 is, 
very doubtful indeed. Nevertheless she may 
be able to make bargain somewhat difter~ 
‘ent from the arrangement of that year, some- 
thing in the nature of a compromise, 
than a surrender which it is apparent 
will lecidedly refuse, 

‘The passage in Il Duce’s speech to Italian 
claims in the Mediterranean are too exclusive 
to secure much support from other coun- 
tries around it. ‘They also have important 
interests in that sea, as has also Great 
Britain, Only in certain circumstances need 
they conflict, while in ordinary times of 
peace they may be said to be complementary 
rather than antagonistic, His reference to 
the Adriatic is of greater significance. It 
enunciates the paramountey of Ttalian inter= 
ests in that sea, not excluding those of other 
nations whose ‘shores it washes, If that is 
taken as a discreet warning that the price 
which Italy has to pay for the success of 
the Rome-Berlin axis has a limit, it means 
that any attempt to bring about the restora~ 
tion of ‘Trieste to an “anschlussed” Austria 
would be resisted. Signor Mussolini has def- 
initely stated the limits to which German 
imbitions for expansion have to be confined 
in this one direction. It would mean the 
breakdown of the axis, if Berlin ever 
tempted to bring such a thing about, but 
even then it is doubtful whether Italy would 
be able to offer a successful rpsistance if the 
more powerful party to this ideological com- 
bination decided that it really, wanted the 
port. If it is indeed such a‘ warning, it 
should never have been necessary to issue 
it. Since it has been the question naturally 
arises as to whether Germany and Italy 
really do see so compktely eye to eye as 
they claim to be able to do, In any event it is, 
evidence of what must be a commonly ac- 
cepted fact in all international relationships 
that the interests of any two countries can. 
never be entirely complementary. There 
are bound to ‘be differences of aims, and 
when couumon objectives have been reached 
the seeds of disunion commence to sprout. 
‘The idea of a German port on the Adriatic 
with consequently easier access to the 
‘Mediterranean and the Far East is nothing 
new. Signor Mussolini appears to recognize 
that, and though there seems to be rather 
too inuch protestation of mutual support by 
the two parties to the axis, there are points 
upon which Germany and’ Italy can never 
agree. ‘The Adriatic in the not too far his- 
torical future may be one of them, depend- 
jing, of course, upon when Italy has fully 
served the German purpose.

They are taking on a very’ biz 
Job, but recognizing as they do the magnitude

fan educational movement, slow as. that. must 
be, is still the best method "of bringing 
‘about a long-overdue reform In the manners 
‘of some of the inhabitants of this port, Prob- 
ably in no city in the world is the habit of 
spitting s0 widely indulged in, for it seems to 
be a habit to which the Chinese as a race are 
generally’ given. Notices in publle conveyances 
warning against it do not appear to have very 
much result, and. it” is possible that the 
Alsplaying of posters on the subject will have 
Just about the Same effect. Tt Is likely however 
that the other activities which bodies respon- 
sible for ‘the movement ‘contemplate, ‘namely 
+ health talks, aid an appeal to parents through 
‘the school children may be productive of good. 
If the latter wore instructed in the matter, and 
invited” to “enter an essay competition 
describing the evil effects of the habit upon 
public health, it is possible that the teaching 
would be brought home to their elders in a 
‘manner likely to convince them of the error 
of thelr ways, ‘That is a suggestion which may 
be well worth considering. Inoculation and 
vaccination have now become to be accepted 
by the Chinese, rather quicker than was origin~ 
ally thought. ‘That in all probability was due 
to the general knowledge of the deadliness of 
the “diseases they were to offset. The evil 
rosults of public. spitting are unfortunately 
not s0 apparent to the average Chinese, and for 
that reason it is to be expected that ‘effective 
results will be slow in coming. ‘That does not 
‘mean that the endeavour should not be made. 
‘The organizations who have taken the matter 
in hand are to be congratulated In their deter~ 
mination to do what Js possible to solve this, 
Important problem, and every good wish wilt 
‘atiend them for thelr ultimate ‘success.

these being taken either to the special erem: 
tlon site or thelr own burial grounds in Hung: 
Jao Road behind the Roman Catholic cemetery. 
‘The report conveys a very significant reassur- 
ance on the subject of the coffin repositories 
Whieh aroused "so-much concern Inst year.

fffected has resulted In the avoldance of all

Situation Improved 


Now that Germany has secured Memel, and 
Rumania has signed a trade agreement with the 
Reieh, probably giving the latier more than th 
Rumanian Government originally designed, 
change for the better is to be noticed in the 
European situation, How long it will last re- 
mains to be seen, and while there is the 
Possibility that Signor Mussolini ‘may upset 
things in the course of his speech on March 19, 
bservers believe thot if he does enunciate his 
@emands on France at all he will do so with 
such moderation as not. to commit himself to 
fany position from ‘which he might find it im- 
possible to withdraw without loss of prestige. 
For some time it has been apparent, tha 
Jconnection with some of the demands he 
expected (o make, it should be possible for 
France and Italy to effect a compromise by 
which the major portion of Italy's requirements, 
[may be met. Those definitely do not include 
‘any territorial concession, for upon this. point. 
the pesition of the French Government has been 
made quite clear. It will refuse to meet any 
such demands. The efforts of Great Britain 0 
Secure a Four Power anti-aggression pact is 
Feported for the moment to be hanging fire, 
[chiefly because it has ceased to be a matter of 
lurgency. Nevertheless it is significant to note 
that Poland, while possessing every sympathy 
‘with the democracies is reluctant to align her- 
self definitely with them, obviously for fear of 
‘becoming embroiled with Germany. As it has 
already been pointed out unless Great Britain, 
France and Soviet Russia have something more 
‘Gefinite than a mere pledge to consult. together 
in the event of aggression to offer to the smalle= 
[states ‘they are not very Wkely to accept the 
invitations to join in the movement. That ap- 
plies with equal force in the Balkans, for the 
Smaller countries will undoubtedly argue that 
the sponsors of the Pact have very little to 
offer unless it Is a complete commitment to 
‘mutual defence in the event of any adherent 
being attacked. The removal of the factor of 
‘urgency will undoubtedly slow down the con- 
versations in this respect between Britain, 
France and Russia though the conclusion cannot 
be escaped that some such understanding will 
stil be necessary if a greater degree of stability 
is to be imported Into the situation than at 
present exists. 























The Spanish Tragedy 

The tragic news that negotiations between 
the Spanish Republicans andthe, Nationalists 
for the surrender of the former ave braken 
down means that Soain which has been drench- 
Jed with blood for nearly three years fs t0 con: 
finue the civil war. General Franco has issued 
an unconditional. ultimatum, after negotiti

siege and an immediate offensive. Indeed the latest

Tientsin Briton 
Still Untraced 


‘Tientsin, Mar. 21, 

Four days have passed without a 
single trace of Mr. H. F. Dyott, 52- 
year-old chairman of the British 
‘Chamber of Commerce, who was Kid~ 
napped by threo Chinese trom ‘his 
home at No: 1 Newehwang Road, in 
the former German Concession, on 
March 17. 

‘The British authorities here are 
doing their utmost to locate Mr. 
Dyolt and effect his release. The 
Japanese authorities, through whom 
much of this work has to be done, 
have promised their fullest co- 
operation. 

‘Concern for the safety of the 
missing man, who was managing 
director of Messrs. Wilson & Co. and 
‘one of the most prominent members 
of ‘the British community, is 

sounting. : 

Details pierced together from the| 
stories of trustworthy eyewitnesses 
show that Mr. Dyolt might have been 
freed within a few minutes of .his 
abduction but for the apathy of a 
Chinese policeman and a crowd of 
Chinese, 

‘After forcing him out of the back 
oor of hhis home into a waiting ma- 
jchine, the kidnappers hod travelled 
Jess than 200 yards when their car 
developed engine trouble and came 
toa stop. 

No Rescue Attempted, 

A curious erewd gathered around, 
‘but although Mr. Dyott had blood on 
his forehead and appeared to be in 
distress, no-one went to his rescue. 
‘A Chinese policeman on point duty 
less than 20 yards away completely 
ignored the scene, not budging from 
his post. 

‘Mr. Dyott was seated in the car 
with his hands tied behind his back. 
He remained there until, fully half 
‘an hour later, he was transferred to 
‘another motor-car, a taxi-cab which 
his abductors had’ seeured at pistol- 
point from a garage in Taku Road, 
not far from the spot where their 
own machine had broken down. 

‘As soon as Mr. Dyott had been 
forced Into the ‘taxi-cab, it was 
driven off at full speed in the dirce- 
tion of Taku. | Subsequent investi 
tions showed that the car which had 
broken down bore forged number 
plates. 

‘Mr. Dyolt was engaged in a tele- 
phone conversation when his would- 
‘be captors first appeared at his house, 
tnd thelr frst act, in true Hollywood 
gangster-flm style, was to eut the 
{elephone line. Mrs. Dyott, who was 
‘upstairs uf the time, ran down and 
{sled to prevent her husband's abdue- 
ton, but was struck and pushed aside. 

‘The kidnappers gained entry into: 
the house after intimidating | the 
Chinese cook and boy with pistols. 
After their escape, the cook follow- 
ed, but although he saw the broken- 
down car, with Mr. Dyolt sitting in 
It, he was too seared to do anything

Prosperity and Tr: 

An atmosphere of prosperity and 
trade ‘fills the countryside. ‘There 
seems to be more activity generally 
and more business than ever before. 
Motor buses make three, four trips 
daily between Chuanchow and Foo- 
chow and every time are crowded 
with passengers. From Chuanchow a 
linking motor-bus system is maintain«

Malaya to Have RAF, 
Volunteer Reserve 


Singapore, Mar. 26, 

Malaya will be the first country 
outside the United Kingdom to in- 
troduce a Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve. Details of the plan have 
just been announced oficially. 

Pilots, air observers, wireless ope- 
rators end air gunners are, to be 
trained as a war reserve for RAF. 
squn ‘This may involve war 
service anywhere in the world, It 
is an Imperial organization and there- 
{fore distinct from the existing Straits 
[Settiements Volunteer Air Force, the 
fonly foree of its kind in the British 
Empire. It will be retained at least 
temporarily. Training of recruits for 
the Volunteer Reserve will be car~ 
ried out at Singapore and Penang 
‘and centres in the Federated Malay 
States, 

‘Volinteers will be given 15 conse- 
cutive days of training each year, 
together with training every other 
‘week-end, while one oF two evenings 
‘a week will be devoted to ground 
raining. “It is kely that a retaining. 
ee will be paid when trainees attan 
profcieney and that, during period of 
feontinuous training, a dally rate of 
pay will be given. ‘Travelling ex- 
[penses will also be paid. 

For the time being the scheme 
is open only to British Europeans,

Departing from. thelr previous 
policy, the Japanese authorities have 
begun’ arming the recently-formed 
Chinese police force in Canton witk 
rifles and pistols. Composed mostly 
of men who served in the same 
capacity under the old Chinese 
régime, the force has hitherto proved 
Ineffective in the suppression of erime 
because of lack of arms, as each man 
was allowed only a stick as a weapon.

No Naval Parity Desired 


Japanese Naval Spokesman Insists on Command 
Of Western Pacific ; Commerce in China

What Japan must and will do, the spokesman said, is to get

Japan's naval ‘policy, Admiral 
Kanazawa sald, is to make secure her 
command of the sea in the western 
Pacific for the purpose of facilitating 
the execution of her national policy, 
‘and as a matter of course Jopan's 
‘national defence must be made 
Secure, He declined to define what 
Japan regards as the boundary 
the “western Pacific,” as that Is a 
matter involving naval strategy, 
which cannot be revealed. 

Japan must, preserve her security 
in naval defence, the spokesman. 
continued, and therefore must main- 
tain naval strength sufcient for do- 
fensive purposes, but not for- offen- 
sive operations. "He declined to de- 
fine the Japanese navy's idea of the 
Gifference between a defensive navy 
Gnd an offensive navy, as that is 
another secret of naval policy.

New York Firm Agrees to Transfer of Stock to 
Japanese Government ; Manchoukuo Restrictions

. ALTHOUGH American capitalists show no intention at present 
of investing in China, it is considered in Tokyo that they 


still regard Japan's credit as good. 


‘This is because an important 


arrangement between financiers in New York and Japanese electric 
power interests has been revealed by the announcement that Messrs. 
Dillon, Read & Co, of New York have agreed to the transfer of 
all the property of the Daido Electric Power Co. of Tokyo to the 
new Japan Electric Power Generation of Transmission Co., or 
nationalized electricity corporation, under the electric power na- 
tionalization law passed by the Imperial Diet in 1938. ‘The latter 


corporation is being established under that law. 





‘The Daido Company's property 
was mortgaged as security fortwo 
Toans floated in the United States by 
its seal agents, Messrs, Dillon, Read 
& Co, with the Industrial Bank of 
‘Japan’ acting, in Tokyo, as trustee 
Tor the bondholders. 

‘The total amount borrowed, $28, 
00,000, comprised $15,000,000, ‘raised 
in 1024, ‘with Interest ‘at 7 percent. 
‘and to be redeemed in 20 years, and 
$18,600,000. floated in 1925, with ine 
terest at 65 per cent. and to be ‘re- 
deemed in 25 years, These two loans 
Fepresent all the company's foreign 
Indebtedness. 

‘The principals of both loans have 
eon reduced by ‘periodic payments 
under the terms ‘of the contracts, 
with the result that at present $4.- 
40,000" Is outstanding ‘against the 
AArst loan, and $5,090,000 against the 
second Joan, a total of $9,670,000. 

“The Joan contracts stipulated that 
the property could not be transfer- 
Feds and anxiety on this score was

‘A REMARKABLE tribute to the courage and tenacity shown 


by the foreign and Chinese 


business community of Shanghai 


in meeting the inumerable difficulties and problems which had 
beset them during the past year, was paid by Mr. G. Boolsen, 
Chairman of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce, when 


speaking at the annual meeting of that body held yesterday. 


After 


dealing with many aspects of the present situation in China and 
the handicaps under which business was conducted today, Mr. 
Boolsen expressed the view that an early revival of trade would 
seem to depend on full and genuine international co-operation. 
Until this came about the future of commerce and trade in Shanghai 
and China would continue to be subject to shocks and nervousness. 


In hls speech, the Chairman sai 

‘The year 1936 was ‘remarkable in 
many ways, but probably most of all 
for the tenacity ‘and courage shown 
by the foreign and Chinese business 
community of Shanghai and other 
‘Treaty Ports in meeting the innumer- 
fable difficulties and problems which 
beset them. During the year the 
ports of Tsingtao, Chefoo, Weihaiwei, 
‘“Amoy and Canton were occupied by 
the Japanese forces, who also ad~ 
vanced up the Yangtsze beyond 
Hankow “to Yochow. Many other 
ports were closed from time to time 
for varlous reasons, including Wen- 
chow and Ningpo. Hainan Island 
was occupied in February last. The 
Yangtze ‘River above Kiangyin. ‘and 
the Pearl River remained closed to 
merchant ‘shipping of third-party 
‘Powers with the exception that, from 
the beginning of March, 1939, one 
British steamer per fortnight is p 
mitted to make the trip from Hong 
Kong to Canton but without cargo. 
‘Atler what “appears to have 
been a deadlock, the Japanese forces 
at the beginning of March resumed 
thelr advance in Hupeh and were 
threatening the approaches to Shensl 
Fighting is taking place also in Nor- 
thern ‘Kiangsu, with the result that 
the port of Funing has now been 
closed to commercial trame. 

A severe falling off in revenue col- 
lected by the Maritime Customs dur- 
ing 1938 is revealed in the statistics 
released by the Inspector-General of 
Customs, “the drop, estimated in 
Chinese’ dollars, ‘reached approxim- 
ately §100,000,000, It is interesting. 
however, to note that in spite 
existing troubled conditions the Cus- 
toms figures for imports and exports 
In January, 1939, shewed increases 
over those for the’ same month in 
1938 of approximately 40 per cent. 
‘and 68 per-cent, respectively. It is 
hot possible, however, at this junc- 
ture to make any analysis of the 
tatisties and whilst they appear to 
indicate an improvement in trade, 
T fear that in the ease of both im= 
ports and exports the improvement 
Ty confined to a limited number of 
Hems and cannot be taken a8 general. 
In spite of the fact that actual hostili- 
tles are now taking place only in 
provinces far remote from the 
majority of the Treaty Ports, ree 
strictions have continued in force 
which have resulted in the  stagna- 
Vion of ‘practically all trade as far 
fas third-party Powers are concerned, 
and if we are {o regard seriously re- 
‘cent declarations made by the leaders 
in the two countries concerned there 
Js no Immediate: prospect of normal 
trading being resumed. Large quanti- 
ties of Japanese merchandise, war 
supplies ‘and comforts for the troops. 
are being imported into North, Cen- 
tral and South China and this has 
iiven rise to. many complaints from 
A number of third-party Powers. 
‘This being an international Chamber 
of Commerce, must take a broader 
view of most'things than the purely 
national Chambers. Nevertheless, it 
must be said that many of the 're- 
strietions Imposed on trade and other 
Spheres of commercial and fnanciah 
netivity are regarded as unnecessary 
‘and retarding immeasurably. rehabi- 
tation works and the resumption of 
normal conditions which will render 
Ie possible for the people of this 
country to carry out thelr normal 
vocations and so set the wheels of 
‘agriculture and commerce in motion 
‘once more. One of the most serious 
faspecls of the situation is the extent 
to which the spending power of the 
people has been reduced, and until 
they are freed from existing restrie~ 
tions there can be little hope of an 
Improvement in thelr financial re- 
sourees.

In reply the spokesman stated 
that if there was such an organiza- 
ton in Nanking he would have heard 
of it, Stating that it was a hypothe- 
tical’ question which could not be 
answered, the spokesman dealt with

}000 to China, 





Chinese Crittelsm 


A military spokesman then express- 
ed the opinion that the history of 
‘Anglo-Chinese relations and, in 
particular, certain tendencies appear 
Ing of late in British Governmental 
action had been the subject of 
eriticism on the part of the Chinese 
themselves. Asked who had criticized 
British action among the Chinese, 
the spokesman announced that the 
new regimes had yolced their dis- 
approval. 

Asked if the Japanese authdrities 
jwould expect anti-Japanese sentiments, 
to be stopped in British newspapers, 
the ‘spokesman stated that one had 
only to look at the British news- 
‘papers here to find out if they wer 
fanti-Japanese or not. He added that, 
naturally, they would not welco 
‘such sentiments in the British press. 

Replying to a questioner, who 
ed on what legal grounds the British 
Government could be held respon 
sible for activities against the Nan- 
king regime which nobody reco 
the spokesman stated that there were 
two regimes in China—the Chungking 
Government and. the newly-formed 
Pelping and Nanking bodies. If the 
attitude of Great Britain tended to 
favour the Chungking regime it was 
only natural that sentiment against 
Britain should arise in Peiping and 
Nanking. 
































I feel that guarded optimism is por~

When it Is realised that 
shipmasters arriving in Shanghal are, 
fiven a copy of Harbour Regulations 
for their guidance, the contents of 
which have been out of date for years 
ond superseded by innumerable noti- 
fications, it will be clear to all that in 
the interests of safety alone it is im- 
perative that the Shanghal Harbour 
}Regulations be put into such a form 
as to prove of value to navigators and 
others interested ; this apart from the 
fact that the commerelal needs of the 
port call for a number of changes 
In the existing regulations. 

Routine matters which have called 
for attention of the Committee during 
the year have been, detailed fully in 
the Annual Report and the monthly 
cireulars “have kept Members in- 
formed of all matters of interest 
which have come before the Chamber. 

I would like to take this oppor 
tunity to express the appreciation of 
the Chamber for the work done dur 
ing the year by the Shipping Sub- 
Committee which has. greatly fact 
tated the work of the General Com- 
mittee. 

Turning to the accounts there is 
nothing calling for special comment. 
We have again to-thank Mr. ©, Lester 
Arnold for auditing them, and I am 
glad to state the Chamber's finances 
‘continue in a satisfactory condition.

Mr. K, Mukal, $8 year-old Japanese 
proprietor of a’ small haberdashery 
shop located at 250° Bubbling Weil 
Road In the same building as. the 
Grand ‘Theatre, was stabbed at 11 
am, yesterday’ and is now lying at 
the Foo Ming Hospital in a very 
critical condition, although doctors 
last night, believed that they would 
bbe able to save his life. 

‘The allempted assassination was 
frst noticed when Mr. Mukal had an 
altercation in front of his shop with 
a Ford Hire car driver who refused 
the victim's request to drive "him 
to the Foo Ming Hospital. A foreign 
police officer near the scene interest~ 
ed himselt inthe argument and 
soon fearned that Mr. Mukai had 
been stabbed with a paint scraping 
knife. ‘The oMcer ordered an emer- 
geney ambulance and had Mr. Mukai 
faken to the Japanese hospital. 


According to information | sub- 
sequently gathered by the "North- 
China Daily News.” Mr. Mukal is 


slated to have told the police oMmeer 
that ot about 1am, two Chinese 
entered his shop and’ stabbed him ot 
fa spot about one inch left of his 
ett breast with a blunt, four-cor~ 
ered carpenter's paint scraping 
Knife, ‘The two assailants, according 
to Mr, Mukal, were then said to have 
deparied from the shop, without 
faking. anything with them, ‘They 
algo left the knife at the place of the 
rime, 
Kimono Discarded 

When detectives from Sinza police 
station arrived at the shop a few 
minutes later, they found that the 
Kimono in which Mr. ‘Mukai had 
been dressed at the time of the 
‘attempt on his life, was Tying in the 
shop and that prior to teaving, he 
must have gone to the first floor to 
put on a clean kimono. 

Furthermore, it wax understood. 
Mr, Mukal had not raised any alarm 
30 that the C. P. C. posted outside 
‘ihe shop. did not’ know of the 
attempted killing until the argument 
with the driver ensued. 

It therefore transpires that Mr, 
Mikal, Ina great presence of mind. 
notwithstanding the pain which the 
sixeineh deep wound must have 
‘caused, proceeded to the little room 
fon top of his shop, changed his 
clothes #0 that mo blood marks 
Would. be noticeable and calmly 
walked out of his shop to await the 
arrival of the hire-car in which he 
Wanted to proceed to the hospital. 
He is also sald to have locked the 
door prior to leaving. 

"As far as 1s known, Mr. Mukai 
was not alone In the shop, a Japanese 
woman, Whose Identity could not be 
hscertained, being believed to have 
been there at the time of the alleged 
assault by the two Chinese.

Council Protest Over 
Traffic Regulations 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 23. 

Following the publication of 
a lengthy set of traMe regula 
tions by the Japanese Special 
Naval Landing Party governing 
vehicular trac in the naval 
defence sector of Shanghai, a 
protest was lodged with the 
Japanese authorities yesterday 
by ‘the Shanghai Municipal 
Council. 

Although the official text of 
the protest was not divulged, 
the “North-China Daily New: 
was informed that the note 
pointed out that the publica- 
on of such regulations was the 
function of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council and not the 
Japanese Special Naval Land- 
ing Party, the defence sector 
being within the limits of the 
International Settlement. 

‘The new regulations wei 
published yesterday and came 
into foree on March 15. Num- 
bering from Article 1 to Article 
58 they conclude with the 
words “Whoever violates these 
regulations will be prohibited to 
drive a vehicle in areas under 
the jurisdiction of the Japanese 
Special Naval Lunding Party 
according to circumstances.” A 
copy of the Council's protest 
was handed to the Consular 
Body. 

At the press conference yes~ 
terday it was stated that the 
Couneil protest was being 
studied. The rules were of a 
temporary nature, it, was as- 
serled, and would automatically 
bbe nullified when defence mea- 
sures no longer were necessary. 
The Naval Landing Party reg- 
ulations were based on the 
Council's regulations with addi- 
tions to make for more effective 
traffic control, No request, it 
‘was stated, was made to the 
Council to put them into effect.

Complicated Situatl 

‘The main object of the resolution 
Is to keep before the Council the

necessity of their continuous attention 
‘and T think we should be wise to give 
the incoming committee a free hand 
insofar as ways and means are con- 
cerned. 

‘We have been assured of the Coun- 
cil's sympathetic co-operation and 
we must admit that they have done a 
‘reat dealin very diffeult eireum- 
stances. At the present time thoy 
fare confronted ‘with an. extra 
ordinarily complicated situation and 
We should be very careful not to add 
to thelr dimeuities by any’ setion on 
our part. 

‘That does not mean, however, that 
we should relax our efforts and Yeave 
it all to them. ‘Though they are much 
better than ‘they might have been, 
conditions in the outside roads are 
still very bad. 

This Association hax done useful 
work in the past and can continie 
to do useful work in the future, not 
so much by urging the Council to do 
something, but by co-operating with 
it in reporting specie’ instances of 
‘oulsances and. objectionable. enter- 

ises, and by making constructive 
‘suggestions based on first hand ex- 
periences of the evils we are trying 
to remedy. In this way the Ascocla= 
tion can be, and should be, os useful 
to the Council as to its members 

‘The first three points of the resolu- 
tion “do not need much comment 
‘They merely restate the aims of the 
Association though T would like to 
remark that It is evident from the 
recent barricading and wiring off of 
the entrances to the “enclaves” that 
the Counelt is fully alive to the situa- 
Hon, and is doing ils best to prevent 
a recurrence of the incidents that 
happened some weeks ‘ago. 














Couneit Activity 

‘The Public Works and sealth 
‘Departments are very busy trying to 
solve the problems created by the 
‘enormous increase in the Chinese 
population of the district and T know 





that the Industrial Section is very

‘The last point is one that, unfortun- 
ately, is not a matter of ‘immediate 
Importance, but sooner or later there 
will come a time when the status. of 
the Western (Extra-Settlement) dis- 
trict will have to be settled.

HLMS. Bee Sails on 
Last Voyage 


Shanghai, Mar. 23 

HAMS, Bee, former flagship of the 
British Yangize Flotilla ‘and one of 
the best-known ships on. the China 
Station, embarked on her last voyage 
yesterday morning. Honourably dis 
charged after 24° years" service in 
HUM. Navy in several parts of the 
world, in charge of two tugs she was 
towed to Pootung where she will be 
broken up. 

‘There were few people to watch 
the passing of this gallant, vessel as 
the tugs moved her from the Yang- 
tszepoo Dock 10 Harvey's Shipbulld- 
ing Works at Pootung, where Chinese 
vorkmen have been busy for days 
preparing for her reception. She 
willbe" beached ‘and dismantled 
having been sold for scrapping put 
poses, but the Admiralty touched one 
‘of those rare sources of sympathy 
‘and decided that she should not be 
sold for conversion to olher shipping 
purposes as some of the other old 
decommissioned gunboats, 

‘The history of the Bee, in which 
Rear-Admiral Holt was the last Rear- 
Admiral (Yangtze) to fly his tag 
before transferring it "to HLMLS.

She was one of the “Insect” class 
of 12 vessels designed by Messrs

Many Epidemics in 1938 


General Health of Shanghai Not Good ; 
Precautions Limit Effect of Diseases 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 14. 


JFLUCTUATIONS in the population of Shanghai during the past 
year make the usual summary of the mortality rates in the 
International Settlement impossible, states the Commissioner of 
Public Health of the Shanghai Municipal Council, in his annual 
report for 1938, the first part of which was issued yesterday. Death 


rates in the report are, therefor

Piver, ‘running westward to Tunglo, 
‘on the Fuchun River which ows to 
Hangchow, then turning north to the 
‘Tungtlenmu Mountains west of Hang- 
chow, the “Mainichi” stated. 

‘Troops Cross River 

More than 40,000 mobile troops 
have moved north acioss the Chien- 
tang River to the Soochow-Kashing 
Railway areas, it Is further claimed, 

From 16,000 to 17,000 men of Com- 
munist mobile troops are scattered 
{in hsiens east of Changchow on the 
Shanghal-Nanking Railway, while 
50,000 bandits, known as the “red 
spears", which have sworn allegiance 
to Gre’ Kuomintang command, are 
operating in areas. bordering’ ‘Tal 
Lake, with their activities centring 
around Kashing, Huchow, Changhing, 
and Thing, the’ Japanese newspaper

the present “blockade” of the 
coast by the Japanese Navy,

‘Mopping Up, Needed 

Mopping-up operations south of the 
Yangtze would not be complete with- 
out the capture of Kinhwa,” but far 
‘more important is the occupation of 
Ningpo, which would certainly re- 
duce the effectiveness of Kinhwa, 
leading to the restoration of peace 
‘and order in these areas”, the dally 
went on.

Cotton, lumber and cases of beer 
were believed to have formed the 
contents of the godown which, when 
the first fire engines reached there at 
about 11.20 pm., was blazing from 
end to end, 

‘The fire spread with amazing rapidity 
‘and burned furiously for several hours, 
‘an emergeney call being sent for the 
assistance of all available engines 
Which were aided in. their fight 
against the blaze by the Harbour 
Fire Float, Poochi, and the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade float, 

At 4 am, the efforts of the fire 
fighters had overcome the lames and 
some engines were able to leave but 
others were forced to remain there 
for soveral hours more, and at 5 p.m. 
yesterday hoses were still playing on 
the smouldering mass of ruins in the 
burnt out godown. 

With flames leaping hundreds of 
feet into the air the blaze was the 
largest. seen in Shanghai since the 
hostilities, showers of sparks and 
burning ‘embers being blown by a 
strong ‘northerly breeze along the 
Bund to as far as the British naval 
duoys.

Fire Omeer's Deseription

‘Overcome by Fumes 

Seeing this happen firemen im- 
mediately made their way to join 
others who had opened’ the roof of 
the shipping offles to et lines 
through to attack the flames and 
further efforts were made to check 
the disastrous advance of the fire. 
Fighting their way into the upper 
storys of the offices, firemen found 
that showers of sparks and burning 
debris were being blown on to the

which occupied all the space on the 
upper storeys.

By this time the entire root of the 
offices was on fire, water towers be- 
ing erected from’ the turntables to 
hhurt huge Jets into the blazing mass.

Consulate in Danger 

With all their efforts being con- 
centrated on the godown and the ad- 
joining shipping oMces, the. firemen 
at the scene found that they had to 














face yet another danger when sparks 
fromthe fire were blown on to the 
roof of the Japanese Consulate 
building, which is" opposite the 
godown. On several occasions the 





Toot of this building beeame alight 
but prompt action on the part of the 
Grefighters prevented the flames 
spreading. The result was that, ox- 
cept for some damaged windows and 
charred pieces of roofing, the Con- 
sulate building suffered no damage, a 
remarkable feat in view of the fact 
that only a few yards separated it 























from the godown from which flames 
were leaping hundreds of feet into 
the air, 


By 4 am. the fire was suMciontly 
under control to allow several engines 
with their exhausted crows to leave 
the scene, many of the men suffering 
from the effects of smoke. - Others 
remained, pouring gallons of water 
into the ‘burning debris to prevent 
any further outbreaks. 

Concluding his description of the 
blaze, the fire oficer stated that the 
shipping offices adjoining the godown 
were very old, had lath and plaster 
partitions and ‘the upper floor being 
burnt through in the space of a few 
minutes. This, he stated, was due to 
the fact that a corrugated iron roof 
“bottled-up” the flames, ‘Two mem= 
bers of the Shangh>i Fire Brigade, 
Ineluding the ope removed from the 
shipping. offices, had been injured 
during the fre, ine added.

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Two Refugees Dead 
In Camp Fire 


Shanghai, Mar. 21. 

Two people were burned to death 
and eleven people injured, some of 
them seriously, as the résult of a 
disastrous early morning fire at a re- 
rugee camp situated on Connaught 
and Tonquin roads yesterday. As in 


former outbreaks the blaze | spread. 
with amazing rapidity, due to. the 
flimsy construction of » the various 


buildings involved, and firemen were 
faced with a diMeult task before the 
flames were finally subdued, 

‘A call was received at the Ichang 
Road Fire station at 1.35 am, and 
within a few seconds engines were 
speeding away to the outbreak, which 
was located in Zec's Garden, now 
used as a refugee centre, adjoining 
Connaught and ‘Tonquin Roads. On 
‘arrival they discovered that one large 
building in the camp was a roaring 
Inferno and that the flames were 
spreading to other adjoining struc- 
tures. 

Pouring thousands of gallons of 
‘water into the blaze to stop Its do- 
Structive spread, the firemen worked 
heroically for over two and a quarter 
hours before control was gained. 
‘Meanwhile other flremea assisted re- 
fugees to get to vafety and it is 
chiefy duc'to other efforts that the 
loss of life was not greater. Many of 
the refugees, however, suffered shight~ 
ly from burns but none of them were 
very serious. 

Boules Found 

After the blaze had been brought 
under control, an inspection of the 
gutted camp revealed that the main 
Dullding had been razed to the ground 
and that the fronts of three. two- 
storeyed houses adjoining had been 
damaged, ‘There was mo further 
damage owing to the prompt action 
of the Fire Brigade. 

Fire Brigade ambulances were de- 
spatched to the scene to convey the 
Injured to hospitals, most of the 
cases for treatment’ being refugees 
‘who had been severely burned during 
the fire or who had been erushed by 
falling debris, Meanwhile it was dis 
covered that two people had perished 
In the flames and thelr bodies were 
removed. 

‘Two Chinese wore sent to the Pa 
lun Hospital suffering from burns on 
the hand, neck and face while two 
women were removed to St, Eliza~ 
beth's Hospital with burns to the face, 
both hands and lower body, Three 
other men and four women were 
also taken away for treatment, some 
of them suffering from the effects of 
smoke.

Iseued by Sir Robert Calder Marshall, 
Chairman of the: Chamber. 

‘The statement, expressing the views 
ot the Chamber, describes the new 
‘measures as definitely discriminatory 
Against British interests anda most 
Aagrant attack on’ the doctrine of 
the “Open Door.” 

"The statement reads: 

(On March 11, regulations issued by 
the "Provisional Government of 
North China" for the control of cu 
reney, became operative in all the 
important cities and ports "under 
Japanese control in North China, In- 
cluding Peiping, ‘Tientsin, ‘Tsingta 
Chefoo, and Weihaiwel. ‘The regula- 
tions are intended to enforce the use 
of the Federated Reserve notes which 
are linked to the yen, and which, 
being inadequately” backed, "have 
Aittle or no value in foreign exchange, 
‘and to oust the Chinese national cur- 
Fency which is backed by reserves, 
‘and which has definite foreign. ex~ 
change value, 

‘A Financlat Monopoly 

In order to establish circulation of 
the Federal Reserve Bank currency, 
the customs are forbidden to permit 
the ‘export. of certain goods, con- 
stituling the main articles of export 
in North China unless foreign ex- 
change: for such shipments are ne- 
gotlated through the | Yokohama 
Specle Bank and converted into the 
Federal Reserve Bank rate of four- 
teen pence, 

‘This rule automatically establishes 
financial monopoly in favour of 
‘Japanese banks, and would, If busl- 
hess on such a’ basis could ‘continue, 
provide foreign exchange backing for 
the inadequately secured. Federal 
Reserve Bank currency. ‘This at- 
fempt at the stabilisation ot Federal 
Reserve Bank currency can only re- 
sult Ina general stoppage of trade, 
and the probable closure of many 
foreign concerns as would be unable 
to trade in currency not freely con 
vertible in foreign exchange, 

Different for Japanese 

For the Japanese, the position is 
somewhat different, as in ‘trading in 
Federal Reserve banke-notes, they are 
accepting a curreney which can be 
made available for the purchases of 
supplies In Japan. 

‘While the effect of this regulation 
‘will firstly be felt by exporters. of 
China produce, it will soon be felt 
equally’ by importers "of  forelgn 
‘goods "(other than the Japanese) as 
there is no guarantee that even such 
foreign exchange as may become 
available from exports will be used 
to finance imports, and will result 
Jn the immediate reduction in volume 
of all imports other than Japanese. 
Furthermore, even if some foreign 
exchange Is’ made available to im- 
‘porters, its inadequacy spells a system 
Of allotment, placing in the hands of 
the Federated ‘Reterve Bank. mea- 









sures to control and restrict foreign 
imports, which are quite ineompatibe 


with existing treaties, © This attempt 
to force an. unbacked currency’ in 
North China must therefore have 
‘a disastrous effect on the British 
channels of supply and distribution, 
Should the “Japanese succeed in 
promoting in China a currency link- 
fed with the yen, it will place foreign 
traders at a disadvantage, even as 
they are placed in. Manchurl 

‘The regulations, therefore, are de- 
Anitely discriminatory against British 
interests, and constitute. a very 
‘grant attack on the doctrine of the 
open door and equal opportunity, 
‘and every effort should be. made 10 
render them nugatory. The British 
Chamber emphatically protest against 
the ill-advised. scheme, which. will 
damage, not only British interests, 
but all’ other non-Japanese interests 
in North China, and may eventually

‘Con he, for instance, approach the 
thittieth anniversary ‘of his literary 
career and be completely unaware of 
that fact? The possibility is unlikely. 
Yet the unlikely became the factual 
in the ease of Capt. A. M. Kotencv, 
who to is surprise found out in 
somewhat unusuul circumstances that 
30 years have passed since he pub- 
lished a novel of 400 puiges in Moscow 
in 1008. 

Some time ago a man with a 
youngish and distantly familiar face 
wrested him in a bank. ‘There 
followed the usual assertions about 
the state of the weather and ques- 
tons about the state of euch other's 
well-being, and for want of saying 
anything else to the insistent con- 
versationalist’ Capt. Kotenev _com- 
rented on the latter's really excellent 
shirt, Ib transpired that this article 
of apparel cost an excelient price and 
was made by the best shirtmaker in 
the city. Then, " without further 
preambie, the stranger came out with 
the question: “Where could 1 get 
your book?” Thinking that he meant 
his “New Lamps for Old,” or "The 
Chinese Soldier,” or “Shanghai: Its 
Council and the Chinese," Captain 
Koteney “answered, “Oh, at Kelly 
& Walsh's or "The North-China Daily 
News'.” "No," was the rejoinder, “L 
mean your Russian book.” Then, as 
the ‘more popular writers used’ to 
say, came the dawn, “You must be 
much older than you lok,” he ex- 
claimed, “it you've read iny Russian 
book! He suddenly remembered that 
thirty years ago, in Moscow, Just after 
he had recuperated from serious 
wounds received in the Russo- 
Japanese War, he hod written a long 
hovel reflectiig the experiences und 
mental turmoil of men of his genera- 
tion who had left for Manchuria 
while yet youths and went through 
the first revolution of 1905 and the 
Subsequent reaction in polities and 
decadence in the country’s literature 
and morality. “It appeared that the 
individual of the colourful shirt. was 
35 years of age; quite definitely, 
therefore, he could not have read the 
book when it came out in Russia. 
Greatly intrigued as he believed 
there never was a copy of the old 
novel in the Far East, Capt, Kotenev 
‘asked a few more questions; and the 
slang into which the other slipped 
served to remind him when many 
years ago he was an interpreter at 
the Mixed Court and came across 
this man who was nothing but a Jail- 
bird. ‘The man had read the book 
while sojourning at the Amoy Road 
ail, and it had, he confessed, stirred 
hhim mightily. ‘The rest was hot dit 
cult to do: Capt. Koteney got in 
touch with the Governor of the $.M.C. 
Gaol and obtained through an oficial 
paper this rare copy of his first 
Titerary attempt. It had gone through 
thousands of hands, yet had lost none 
‘of its 400 odd pages of large format. 

‘The novel is called “The ‘Truth of 
Mis God” Its principal hero, Alexis 
Abarinov, “Alesha,” has much in com- 
mon in biography ‘and character with 
the then young author, who was under~ 
going an emotional strain caused by 
hhis wounds, the unsuccessful war, the 
revolution ‘and the resulting moral 
decadence. Now this books has been 
carefully renovated by an experienced 
binder, given a beautiful leather cover 
and graces the writing desk of its 
‘author, who has thus been reminded 
by a chanee meeting that he has ap- 
proached the 30th anniversary of his 
Iiterary career. 


New Sensation 


No sooner had Russian emigration

‘month ago Gen. Abramov, pattern of 
4an officer in the best military tradi- 
tion, participant of the Russo-Japan- 
ese’ and World Wars, called” an 
extraordinary meeting of the highest 
officers under him and informed them 
that a horrible rumour whispered 
around for months past had proved 
true: his son, a former offieer of the 
White Army, was a Soviet agent 
provocateur. Four years ago his son 
succeeded in makinig his way out of 
the U.SS.R., where he had long been 
prisoner.” The father was overjoyed 

‘this reunion and placed him in 
hhis chancellery under’ the command 
of Capt. Foss. Some time later the 
Captain’ informed "him that several 
valuable political documents had sud- 
denly disappeared. It was further 
noted that Gen. Abramov's son had 
‘Dlossomed out into an extravagant 
‘mode of living. After the kidnapping of 
Gen, Miller and the startling revela- 




































































tions regarding the underground ae- 
tivities “of Gen. Skoblin, Gen. 
Abramov came face to face with a 
lerrible secret. His son was allied 
with and stood on the payroll of his 
‘sworn enemies. ‘The General handed 


him a revolver and told him to use | 


it on himself. The son refused. The 
General informed the police, and 
young Abramov was sent out. of 
Bulgaria. ‘This was the bombshell 
whose explosion detonated through- 
out all centres of Russian emigration. 
It is now learned that certain secret 
members of the emigré military or- 
ganization inside the USSR. have 
been tracked down and execuied for 
the betrayal of both Gen. Abramov's 
son, and Gen. Skoblin, who carried 
on ‘their work hand in’ glove. 

Russians Across the Creek 

Russians in Shanghai are résiden- 
tially divided into two categories— 
those who live in the Settlement and 
French Concession and those who 
live across Soochow creek. The 
latter are steadily gaining in number. 
Soaring rentals” have made many 
Russians move to Wayside and Yang- 
\szepoo, where houses, garages, even 
semi-ruins are almost’ daily. invaded 
by new tenants. Speculation in 
prices is not lagging far behind this 
movement, yet rents are still far 
below those south of the creek. 
Russians are deterred neither by 
seclusion, absence of street-lighting 
nor bad’ communication, Even in 
houses Incking lighting, glass for 
windows and~ half their” original 
structure they manage to create toler- 
‘able living conditions. What is more, 
they now have their own elub, school 
‘and weekly newspaper—aithough 
they still subscribe to the Russian 
dailles. 

Residing temporarily in Shanghai 
is Miss N. A. Khvoslov, secretary of 
the Manila magazine “The National 
Health Journal.” Graduating {com 
the Public School and the Business 
College in Shanghai, Miss Khvostov 
left for Manila where she began con- 
tributing to the paper in question and 
in time became one of its. sub- 
editors. She has recently paid a visit 
to Harbin, where she went in search 
of snow and northern skies. Life in 
Manila” has, ascording to her, a

The lightning rapidity and import- 
ange of events in Central Europe 
that have led to the disappearance 
of Czechoslovakia as an independent 
Republic have stirred the Russian 
colony in greater measure, perhaps, 
than other Shanghailanders. "In the 
first place, Russians are certain that 
the ‘occupation of Moravia and 
Bohemia predestinates the German

Refugee Collectors: 
And a Spot of Thieving 


jo the Editor of the 
{ “Nowri-Cuiva Dany News" 
Si—I am writing in connection 
with a rather interesting if somewhat 
unfortunate occurrence which befell 
‘our household yesterday evening. To 
State the incident briefly: we. wero, 
the surprised receivers of a visit at 
about 8 pam, from two Chinese 
women, one middle-aged, the other 
‘a young girl. Both wore red-cross 
orm bands and earried about a dozen 
hand towels between them. We were 
‘not aware of. thelr presence in our 
flat at first, as they. sought no per- 
talssion to énter—Just walked in, and 
It was only by chance that we found 
them” in our hall, Seelng us, they 
slated “they were refugees from 
fone of the camps and that they 
were selling towels made in the 
camp factory to help maintain 
themselves and’ thelr fellow 
unfortunates, The towels, however, 
were far from what we wanted, and 
as contributions, in more ways "than 
fone hud already’ been given for the 
‘purpose regularly, a purchase was re 
fused. On this, they took thelr do- 
parture politely, and we left it ot 
thal, not noticing at the same time 
that’ (wo ladies’ parasols and a prized 
curio—an incense burner—on the 
hall table, had departed with them 
Now the question that rises in my 
niind, Sir, is: are these actual re. 
fugees, and if they are, then are such 
‘sles {0 individual households, and at 
‘such outlandish times and audhelous 
methods authorized by the Refugee 
Committee? 1 have been. told by 
thers that this form of it 
‘one may call it that, has become quite 
4 racket of its own, Is not limited 10 
Jcne pair—nor are they always females, 
and that while with forelgners they 
‘may be chary and “even polite in 
pursuing thelr work of “canvassing,” 
with Chinese families, “sales” are vic~ 
tuelly forced upon, them unde the 
ea of “patriotism.” 
If these are refugees, and they are 
0 be ‘given an opportunity of support- 
ing themselves—even if but partially 
=-by such methods, would it not be 
far belier that they be given permis- 
sion by the authorities to sell. thelr 
wares In the streets? Or, if indivie 
dual calls are made, that they be 
‘accompanied by a policeman, not so 
‘much for their own protection as for 
hut of thelr intended victims? Also, 
that they be duly instructed as (0 
what constitutes a trespass Into. rie 
vate property?

Poland and Britaii 


‘Common Ideals of Freedom 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nowrit-Cuwa Datty News” 


‘Sin—In support of the specch made 
by the British Trade Envoy to Poland, 
‘Mr. R, §. Hudson, regarding the com= 
mon ideals of freedom and liberty 
shared by Great Britain and Poland 
alike, T wish to furnish more detailed 
Information on the subject to those 
Interested by publishing few facts of 
historical importance— 


In the year 1490, i.e. 259 years prior 
to the Habeas Corpus Aet of England, 
Poland issued her Law: “Nobody 
shall be imprisoned “unless legally. 
convicted.” Parliament was established 
In Poland and, already in the 15th 
century a self-governing country, 
Poland in 1873 became a regular re- 
public with the pecullar feature that 
the presidents were named kings and 
‘were elected for life. When religious 
Intolerance and despotic rule were 
raging in the rest of Europe, England 
and Poland became a safe refuge for 
fall oppressed people. All persecuted 
ereeds and opinions found shelter in 
England and Poland and later in 
‘America, “Jews eame from Germany 
inthe 11th century and the frst 
charter giving the right to live in 
Poland was issued in 1096. 

In the 16th century the Protestants 
persecuted in other countries were 
received in Poland. ‘The Spirit of| 
Freedom-loving people, was well ex- 
pressed by their King Sigismund 1. 
when he was offered the Crown of 
Hungary and Bohemia, "Why wish to 
reign over several peoples when it is 
0 diMcult to contribute to the hap- 
piness of one?” Later the principles 
in 1801 expressed. by Thiers that 
“The King reigns but does not 
tovern.” had already been applied in 
Poland in 1607. Asbsolutism never 
existed in Poland and never could a 
Polish ruler proclaim the omipotence 
of the iron fst. - During the 15th and 
T6th centuries Poland appeared a 
‘model of constitutional freedom to the. 
rest of Europe. At that time there 
were in Europe only two nations— 
England and Poland—whieh enforeed, 
parliamentary governments. 

In conclusion of this letter I wish 
to add that while certain powers 
develop imperialistic tendencies and 
democratic principles are at stake. the. 
revealing of principles of liberty and 
freedom are highly appreciated.

Western Area : 


Condition of the Roads 


To the Editor of the 
“Nomrt-Cusa Dau Neves" 
Sm—As one who lives in the 
Western “Area, I beg heartily to 
lendorse the remarks in your leader, 
ut 1 do feel that one point requires 
infinitely more attention than it ap- 

pears to have received. 

The Municipal Council exercises 
Jjurisdietion over the roads in the 
Western (Extra-Seitiement) Arca, 
the sole return the ratepayers get 
for the rates they have to pay is in 
the shape of police and upkeep. of 
roads. For the former, we are indced 
raleful ; they are entitled to the 
lion's share of our rales, for their 
‘courage and the resourcefulness with 
which “they face unique dificulties, 
But what of the upkeep of the roads, 
for which also we pay rates? 

Great Western Road, despite in- 
numerable little patchings-up, has a 
surface which would not be tolerated 
by any Council at home—stll less by 
the rate-payers.. Keswick Road and 
Rockhill Avenue (to take examples) 
fare either seas of mud or unbearably 
Jdusty. T speak from personal know- 
Tedge—1 walk along them nearly 
every day, whatever the weather; in 
‘@ pretty wide experience of rural 
England, never have T met with such 
surfaces as these; and it must. be 
realized that there is very consider 
‘able traffic on all roads inside the 
Defence Area—infinitely more than 
‘one gets on the average country road 
jn England. And our roads here arc 
surely considered as urban, not rural, 
roads; but in what “built up” areas 
in Burope would one find such sure 
faces? : 

Since the trafic is now so consider- 
able, the numerous pedestrians should 
‘most certainly be taught to walk on 
the pavements. "I see there is to be 
‘a "Safety First” Week soon may T 
‘ask how on earth there can be safety 
for pedestrians, not only when there 
fs no apparent ‘speed limit for motor 
vehicles (ineluding huge lorries) but 
‘not even, in most places, any pave~ 
‘ment at all? 

Even really busy roads such as 
Columbia and Great Western (from 
Edinburgh Road) lack such very 
normal necessities. Generally speak 
ing, there are muddy (or dusty) 
spaces on one side; spaces very often 
Blocked, with bicycles, donkeys, 
‘heaps of earth or cinders, and now, 
too, with barbed-wire, Although no 
small’ part of the roads. themselves 
has no pretence of being “made up,” 
‘yet ponies are often encountered on 
ihe foot-path even where there is an 
apology for one. 

In view of the fact that Columbia 
Road and Great Westen Road are 
extremely busy ones, there certainly 
should be, on both’ sides. of them, 
Properly ‘made-up footpaths, which 
should never be allowed to be blocked 
‘up by shop-keepers, P.W.D., or any- 
fone else; nor should they be crowed 
by" deep’ ditches. Keswick Road and 
Rockhill Avenue should have at leust 
fone real foot-path; they now have 
hone at all, inspite of considerable, 
Jand speedy, traf, 

It is painfully obvious that our 
money is of value, but our welfare is 
not; truly, it Is not surprising. if 
there is no little dissatisfaction with 
the present sfate of affairs; in fact, 
Lam beginning to sympatnize with 
those whom T have heard remarking 
that. the Settlement would be 
better managed if... (but pertiaps 
Thad better stop.

Lost Opportunity 





‘Sm—Your excellent leader of last 
Saturday was very interesting, and 
whilst it is true that our thanks are 
due to the members of the Council 
for the time and work devoted to 
our interests, I take issue with you 
when you state that the unfortunate 
situation with regard to the Western 
District outside the Settlement 
boundaries “just happened.” It is all 
‘the more unfortunate because it need 
jot and should not have happened if 
‘the “Council had acted with the 
promptitude and decision which was 
displayed in 1929, The history of 
‘Shanghai is a long list of missed | 
opportunities, to which this must 
now be added. 

‘The attitude of the Consular Body 
‘with regard.to the Outside Roads has 
‘always been that, as these aress are 
hot covered by the Land Regulations, 
‘any negotiations with regard thereto 
‘must be direct as between the Council 
Jand the Chinese authorities. Up till 
1929 the latter could not be induced 
{to negotiate, In that year Chinese 
soldiers with machine guns were sent 
to prevent the erection of the de- 
fense gate at Woosung Road and also 
to prevent the re-metalling of the 
Hungiao Road. On both occasions. 
the Council responded by sending out 
the armoured cars, and the matter 

















‘was settled without the intervention 
Of ‘the Consular Body. ‘The latter, 
being faced with a jait accompli, sup- 
ported the Council, and as a result 
Of this frm attitude the Chinese 
commenced negotiations for settle- 
ment of the “Outside Roads” question, 
These negotiations were brought to a 
successful issue in 1936, but could not 
be completed as the Japanese 
authorities demanded that the “en- 
claves” in which are situated the 
present “badiands” should be included 
Jn the area covered by that agree- 
When the City Government with- 
drew in October 1937, why did not 
the Couneil take possession of the 
Jarea which was and is within the 
British perimeter as did the French 
with regard to their section of the 
area? It could have been stated to 
‘be a temporary measure undertaken 
for reasons of health and securit 
2 separate budget for the area could 
have been established in accordance 
with the terms of the existing dratt 
Jagreement for the Outside Roads, and 
the Japanese authorities could have 
been informed that the Counell was 
at last in a position to comply with 
the Japanese wish that the control 
of these “enclaves” be taken over by 
the S.M.C. ‘The Consular authorities 
being confronted with a. fait ae~ 
compli would no doubt have sup- 
ported the Council, and there was 
nobody in a position to raise real 
‘opposition. “The City Government 
Jdid not exist, the Japanese at that 
lime were trying to win over the 
British community to a more frlendly 
attitude, and this was the situation 
as it existed for many months. | In-

; HLM. Coroner’s Court 


Inquest on Mrs, W. R. Harris 
Before Mr. 1. T. Morris, Acting Coroner 
(Death from polsoning) 

‘Shanghai, Mar. 23. 

A bottle of Iysol, a packet which 
had contained amytal tablets and an 
‘empty Aspro box were produced at 
fan inquest held in H.M. Coroner's 
Court before Mr. 1. T. Morris, Acting 
Coroner, yesterday, on the body of 
‘Mrs. Wilhelmina Ross Harris, aged 
37, who died on the way to St 
Marie's Hospital on March 13 after 
belng discovered in her room at 2 
Kelmscott Gardens seriously and 
‘frothing at the mouth. ‘The Coroner 
found ‘that Mrs. Harris ended her 
‘own life by taking poison. 

‘Mrs, Harris was the widow of the 
late Mr, J. E.R. Harris, her father 
MZ. Kahler having served in the 
Customs at Tientsin for many yee 
She leaves two daughters. 

Dr. 1. G. Anderson, the first wit 
ness, testified to examining the body 
‘of deceased at the Country Hospital. 
His report, handed to the Coroner, 
stated that his findings were in keep- 
Ing with death by lysol poisoning. 

Dr, Frederick Weinberg, of 1596 
Route des S@urs, told the Coroner 
shat at 4.35 pan, on March 13 he was 
called to attend a sick foreign lady 
fat 2 Kelmscott Gardens. Arriving at 
the house at about 4.45, he was taken 
to an upstairs room ‘where he saw & 
Indy lying on a bed. Witness rormed 
the impression that she was suffering 
from narcotic poisoning, being in a 
deep coma. 

Continuing, Dr. Weinberg statea 
that he washed the stomach out and 
wave the lady several injections, as 
4 result of which her heart improved 
slightly. AS she was ina. serious 
condition, however, he decided to 
move her to St. Marie's Hospital and 
fon arrival at ‘the hospital he dis- 
covered that she had died. Witness 
then took the body to Lokawel Police 
station, “He added that when he had 
visited the patient at her home he 
had found “a small box labelled 
“amytal" and a bundle of notes, 
which he handed to the sister of 
deceased, 

‘A house boy employed by Mr. C. B. 
Low, an American citizen, at 2 
Kelmscott Gardens, stated that on 
‘Mareh 12-he was sent by Mrs. Harris 
to purchase some cakes which he 
brought after 15 minutes’ absence, 
At 430 pm, he added, the bell rang 
‘and he went to Mrs. ‘Harris's room 
immediately. Here he saw her 
coming out of the lavatory, frothing 
fat the mouth. Asked if she was sick 
Mrs, Hatris told him to go and fetch 
his. mistr 

Witness informed Mrs. Low 
‘mediately and another’ lady was 
asked to phone for a doctor, Later 
the doctor arrived and witness was 
ordered to yet some milk and hot 
water for him. Shortly afterwards 

‘ambulance’ arrived and Mr 
Harris was taken to hospital 

Detective-Sorgeant HE. Green- 
field, attached to. Bubbling Well 
Police station, stated that on March 
18 he received a telephone call from 
the. French Police reporting the 
death of British subject. Upon 
‘arriving at the Lokawel Police station 
he was told that a British Indy, Mrs. 
‘Wilhelmina Ross Harris, had died at 
her home. 

‘Witness’ thereupon went to 2 
Kelmscott Gardens where a search 
was made of the room, an empty 
Aspro packet and a pencilled note 
being found. On the way to the 
inquest, witness added that he was 
handed’ a small amytal pillbox and 
‘a packet of notes written by a re- 
lative of deceased. A search of the 
bathroom revealed an almost empty 
bottle of lysol and a glass tumbler 
containing traces of lysol. 

As the result of police investiga 
tions it appeared that deceased had 
carefully premeditated taking her 
fe, witness continued, and it was 
probable that after writing the notes 
she went into the bathroom and took 
@ quantity of aspro tablets, amytal 
and lysol. At this point the Coroner 
stated that’ it was’ clearly evident 
from the notes that deceased intend- 
ed to take her life. He did not in- 
tend to publish the contents of these 
notes. 

‘The concluding evidence was taken 
a 2 Kelmscott Gardens, the last wits 
hess, Mrs. Caroline B. Low being 
confined to her room through illness 
She told the Coroner how Mrs. Har- 
ris had told her that she had resign- 
ed her position in a Shanghai ofice 
and was going to live with her chile 
dven at ‘Tsingtao. On March 13 she 
added she was informed by her ser- 
vant that Mrs. Harris was’ sick and 
on going upstairs she found her ying 
fon a bed holding her head. When 
deceased saw witness she exclaimed 
"Tve done it” 

‘The veardict was as follows: “I 
find that Mrs. Wilhelmina Ross 
‘Harris died at Shanghai on March 
418, the cause of death being Iysol 
Poisoning, and at the time she was 
mentally” unbalanced through ill-

Death Sentence 


‘Shanghal, Mar. 26. 

Sentence of death was passed on 
two members of a robber gang in the 
First Special District Court yesterday

{$327,000 at Nanking in December 1937. 

‘The two men were Dah. Ung-foo

robbery. Two others, Zung  Woo- 
sung and Zung Pso-sung (brothers), 
were given life imprisonment and 
eight years’ penal servitude respec- 
tively ‘on the same charges. All four 








were prosecuted by Mr. T. Y. Chang, 
‘manicipal attorney. 
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‘The murder ond robbery, ‘it was 
explained in court, took piace ip the 
Chau Hong village, near Chur Yung 
Hsten, a few miles outside Nanking 
just before the fall of the former 
‘eapital in December 1937. A. bandit 
gang waylaid Lieut.-Col, Liang, his 
iG year old son and three subordin. 
ates in the village. After robbing 
the party of $27,000 belonging to.the 
army, the brigands killed all five 


men. . 

Lieut-Col, Liang was a divisional 
commander in the New Fourth Army 
under General Yeh Ting and he was 
fon his way to Nanking with army 
funds when he was waylald and 
killed. “The stolen money, it was 
stated, was divided "among robber 
gangs’ from three different villages 
around Nanking.and part of the 
money was used In buying rifles, 
Mauser pistols, sub-machine-guns and 
ammunition. Although the men were 
Sated to have confessed to the crime 
fat the police station, they pleaded 
not guilty at the trial, 

"The men were arrested in Shenghat 
about six months ago by detectives 
from West Hongkew station led by 
Detective-Sergeant J. W. Sanbrook 
and Detective-Inspecior Zang Woo. 
During the detention of the men, the 
police located three witnesses {0 the 
murder and these testifled during the 
tial, 

It is understood that the min will 
appeal against the sentences in the 
Second Branch Kiangsu High Court 
‘The First Special District Court and 
the high tribunal were recently given 
the power to handle the case by the 
‘Supreme Court,

Chinese Currency 
Defence Fund

‘A statement advocating the adop- 
tion of the China Curreney Bilt was 
made in the House of Commons this 
morning by Sir John Simon, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

“Any question of the control of 
publi finances, whatever be the size 
Of the sum involved, is a matter of 
Importance not only for the ‘Treasury 
‘and the Government, but also the 
House of Commons,” Sir John de- 
clared. “While paying all due tribute 
fo the experience of Mr. Frederick 
‘William Pethick-Lawrence in general 
‘and during the time when he served 
in the Treasury, I'am sure he would 
be good enough to give me altention 
without any previous commitment 
‘because there Is every good ground 
for keeping the Bill in its present 
form, I think that it was made quite 
plain at the second reading that it 
fs in the real interests of peace, in 
the real interests of showing our de- 
sire to support what ought to be 
supported apart from any calculation 
of Cily interests. I accept entirely 
the very clear and candid statement 
by Mr. Pethic-Lawrence as to what 
arrangements are being made at pre- 
sent.

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FATEFUL CENTENARY 


By Historias: 


‘One hundred" years ago,"nearly to a day, 
‘the Imperial High Commissioner, Lin Tse- 
‘hs, started a train of events of which the 
reverberations are still being felt to this day. 
When on March 18, 1839, he issued his 
famous edict at Canton ordering the sur- 
render of all the English-owned opium, he 
could have little imagined the tremendous re~ 
ercussions this act of his was to have on the 
future of his country and of the Manchu 
Dynasty. Least of all could’ he have im= 
agined that it would be the direct cause of 
opening the country to foreign intercourse, 
which was the one thing of all others that 
he desired to prevent. 

Commissioner Lin, as he was called by 
foreigners, arrived at Canton on his fateful 
mission on a Sunday morning, March 10, at 
half past cight. One of the few foreigners 
to see his arrival gives the following ac~ 
count :— 

He was seated on board a large officiat 
boat, with a few red and blue bution Man- 
darins standing a little to the rear, so. that 
we had an excellent view of him personally. 
He had a dignified air, rather a harsh or. firm 
expression, was a large, corpulent mon, with 
heavy black moustache and long beard, and 
appeared to ‘be about sixty years of age. 
His own boat was followed by a great many 
others on the sides of which, on a black 
ground, were painted in gold letters the rank 
Sf. the principal occupants, while flags of 
various colours were displayed abatt. 

ly. dressed in-new uniforms 
fof red trimmed with white, and conical rat 
tan hats of the same colours. These boats con- 
tained the principal offers of the city, civil 
and military, from the Viceroy to the Su- 
‘perintendent of the Salt Department. 

‘The walls of the Red Fort, nearly opposite 
the factories on the Honam shore, were tined 
with ‘soldiers, as were those of the "Dutch 
‘arrayed in bright new uniforms. Both 
river, every door and window, 
and every ‘spot of standing ground, were 
Uhlek ‘with people, Everyone was observing 
the novel scene quietly and as curiously as 
ourselves, No other boat of any description 
Was moving. about; all’ were ying close to 
the shores. and a Universal silence prevailed. 
jesides my companions and myself, not a 
‘orelgn barbarian” was to be seen’ in the 

vast gathering. 

‘The Commissioner, whatever his faults, 
had the courage of, his convictions, and be~ 
fore many hours liad passed had made it 
clear ‘to the officials of Canton and to the 
Chinese Security Merchants that this time 
fhe meant business and that the opium trade 
‘was going to be put an end to. 

On March 18 he issued an edict ordering 
that all stocks of opium on board the supply 
ships at Lintin Island were to be surrender~ 
ed, and that foreigners were to sign a bond 
undertaking to discontinue the trade in 
opium under penalty of death. In order to 
enforce his commands, he stopped all ship~ 
ping up and down the river, put « cordon 
of troops round the factories—the com- 
pounds in which the foreign communities 
ived—and cut off all food supplies and 
vice, Under this threat of starvation 
and possibly worse, the British community 
had no alternative but to surrender their 
stocks of opium, which was completed by 
May 23. ‘Thereupon the Commissioner 
withdrew the blockade restrictions and 
graciously announced that trade could be 
continued. 

Much to his surprise and annoyance, 
however, the English barbarians now turned 
sulky and refused to play ball. They em- 
barked on their ships, left Canton and with- 
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drew to Macao and, when they were turned | 


out of there, to the then-bare island of 
Hongkong, and instituted a trade boycott of 
Canton, This was not quite the disciplining. 
of the English barbarians that Commissioner | 
Lin had hoped for, and so he set forth to| 
complete his task. ‘There ensued, as a re~ 
sult, several months of wrangling with i 
ereasingly sharper demands from the Chi- 
nese side and indignant protests from the 
English, with ever-growing irritation, until 
the two countries had gradually drifted into 
‘war, 

Much nonsense of the Pecksniffian kind 
has been written by anti-Imperialists about 
this so-called Opium War. Even today you 
will find such writers insisting that, as Com-| 
missioner Lin called on the English mer- 
chants to hand over their opium, they were 
the only ones who had been dealing in the| 
drug, and secondly that the British Govern- 
ment fought the war for the purpose. of 
foreing opium on an unwilling China. Both 
statements are entirely devoid of truth. In 
the first place, as a matter of fact, the 
Americans were just as involved, in the 
opium trade, as were the English, only to a 
lesser amount, corresponding with their! 
very much smaller share of the total trade. 
Gn this question Commissioner Lin himself! 
is a good witness, who stated that, as re 
gards the trading’ in opium by the Ameri-. 
cans, French and Hollanders, “it has not 
been less than that of the English.” While 
an American businessman, Mr. W. C, Hun- 
ter, who was in Canton at the time and 
‘himself took a hand in the trade says quite 























frankly: *I, of course, do not blame my 
brother metchants at Canton, no matter to 
what nation they belong, as we were all 
equally implicated." Two blacks, no doubt, 
do not make one white. But the fact that 
Commissioner Lin demanded the ‘surrender 
of the opium from English firms only, was 
merely # matter of expediency, it being 
much easier to deal with one nation at a 
time, which was also the chief, though not 
‘the only, offender. 

In the second place, the war that broke 
out in 1839 (as also that of 20 years later) 
‘was not really fought over opium at all, but 
over two much more important questions : 
the refusal of the Chinese to recognize the 
equal national status of other countries, and 
the refusal of*the British to submit their 
persons and property to what they con= 
sidered the barbarous laws of China, The 
closing-down of the East India Company at 
Canton in 1833 had made a clash between 
China and England, the leading trading 
nation there, inevitable. Up to that date 
all disputes had been settled direct between 
the officials ut Canton and the Chiefs of the 
BLC. 


When after the disappearance of the 
Cempany the British Government appointed 
& Superintendent of Trade, the Chinese’ 
Government simply refused to accord him 
official recognition. No resident envoys or 
consuls of barbarian nations had ever been 
necessary in the Celestial Empire before, 30 
why should they be necessary now? On the 
other hand, the number of independent for~ 
eign firms ‘had greatly increased at Canton, 
‘and with it, their indiscipline and restiveness 
ft the very arbitrary regulations of Chinese 
officiaidom. In Peking at that time two 
parties were struggling for power in the Im- 
perial councils. ‘There was the moderate 
party, headed by Manchus, which advocated 
legalizing the opium trade and opening.

‘That the opium question was at most a 
contributory cause, and nothing more, to the 
outbreak of the war, is shewn by the fact 
that, although the English had handed over 
all their stocks of opium by May 23, hostili- 
ties did not break out until November. Dur- 
ing the interval Captain Elliot, the Super~ 
intendent of Trade, had persuaded British 
merchants to cease from dealing in the 
drug.

Nevertheless Commissioner Lin continued 
in edict after edict to demand the handing: 
over of the murderer or alternatively of the 
whole party, so that they could be tried by 
Chinese Court and one of them pay the 
penalty for the death of the Chinese. 

‘The British Trade Superintendent refused, 
to comply, and weeks of acrimonious wran 
ing ensued. Finally the Commissioner los~ 
ing. patience issued what amounted to an 
ultimatum, notifying Coptain Elliot that if 
he continued to ignore the orders of the| 
Chinese Government, “we shall have to 
send our war vessels to Hongkong 10 sure 
round the ships there and apprehend all 
the offenders, those connected with the 
murder, those connected with opium, as well 
fas traitorous Chinese concealed on’ foreiyn 
ships." And on November 3, a flect of! 
Chinese war junks came sailing out of the 
Pearl River on its way to Hongkong to carry 
‘out the Commissioner's threats. 

When challenged by the British warship| 
Volage and warned to turn back, the Chi 
ese admiral replied, “At this moment all 
that I’ want is the murderous barbarian who 
killed Lin Wel-hi." (Not much about opium 
there).

in the most humble language, that he had 
been unable to discover the murderer, other=
